HE. Correſpondence of a Friend is always, 

molt acceptable, when it ariſes from a 

Subject, that attracts the attention of all 

the World ; and tends either to promote his Intereſt 
or to ſatisfy his Curioſity. 

The Subject before us is of the former Kind. It is 
no leſs than the late Conſpiracy to take awaythe Life 
of his moſt faithful Majeſty the King of PoxTucar. 

A Conſpiracy, for which ſome of the moſt noble 
Perſonages of the Kingdom have ſuffered Torture 
and Death, in a ſhameful manner, on a Scaffold, 
near to the Place of the attempted Aſſaſſination, and 
will probably oblige the Government to proceed 
not only againſt many of their Abettors in that 
Treaſon, by Fines, Impriſonments, Forfeitures and 
Deaths, bur alſo to extirpate the whole Order of 
the Society of Jeſus, commonly called JesuiTs. For. 

The JesviTs are judicially accuſed and pro- 
ceeded againſt by ihe High Court of Fudicature of 
Portugal, for having laid Schemes of an execrable 
nature to excite Seditions at Home and in the very 
Heart of the Court, and for alienating certain 
Foreign Courts from the Friendſhip and Union the 
had with his Majeſty; for having fomented formal 
Rebellions, and entered into open Wars to diſturb 
the Peace of his faid Majeſty, and to deprive him of 
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Right of Dominion in Paraguay and Maranbas; 
for having with Arrogance and a revengeful Spirit 
declared themſelves Enemies to his Majeſty's Perſon 
and Government, and for holding Conferences in 
their profeſſed Houſe of S7. Roque, and the College 
of St. Antas and eliewhere in this City, with the 
Parties already execured, wherein it was unanimouſly 
agreed to effect a Change in the Government of 
the Realm, and that it was neceſlary to contrive the 
Death of the KIx G: Alſo for promiſing Indemnity 
to the Regicides, and declaring it to be their opinion, 
that whoever ſhould be the Regicide, would not fo 
much as commit a venial Sin. 

They are alſo charged (for the more effectually 
prevailing with all ſorts of People to aſſiſt them in 
their intamous and deteſtable Conſpiracy) with 
attempting to impoſe one Gabriel Malagrida, a 
Jeſuit, upon their Friends and Acquaintance, as a 
man of great Mortification and Sanctity: who, by 
that means gain'd ſuch an entire Aſcendance over 
thoſe, that put themſelves under his Guidance and 
Direction, in ſpiritual Exerciſes, that he with Slan- 
ders and Calumnies excited Averſion and Hatred 
to his Majefty's Perſon and Government, and pre- 
vaiPd with them to agree that it would be very 
uſciul, that his fajd Majcſty ſhould ceaſe to live: and 
in particular, he brought about the Confederacy 
between the Duke de Aveiro and the Marchioneſs de 
Tavere, on: was preſent with them when it was 
detzrmiticc to deprive xu. King of his Life; and 
Gil pretend to prophecy that his Majeſty could not 
hope to live beyond the Month of September laſt. 

It likewiſe appears that Febn de Matos, Fobn 
Alex:engre, and other ni were confederate with 
Saint Malagrida and the Conſpirators for. faking 
away tie Life of Tu KINO, and for changing the 
Government of the Kingdom. 
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And that their revengeful Spirit was founded 
upon the Diſgrace their Order received, and the 
Deſpotiſm they loſt at Court by the Diſmiſſion of 
the Jeſuit-Confeſſors from his Majeſty and all the 
royal Family; which they had arrogated to them- 
ſelves in the management of Affairs of State; and 
upon Recollection that, without this, their former 
abſolute Deſpotiſm could not by any means cover 
the Ulurpations they had made in the Portugueze 
Dominions in Alfa, Africa and America; nor much 
leſs palliate the open War kindled by them in the 
North and South of Brazil. 

And finally it is alledged that, at the juncture, 
when his Majeſty was diſconcerting and diſarming 
all thoſe wicked Devices of the 7e/uits, by depoſing 
the royal Peniteniaries of that Society, and by for- 
bidding to all the Members thereof all acceſs to the 
Palace, theſe Diſcouragements, and threatning Pro- 
ceedings did not prevent their undiſguiſed Speeches 
of Arrogance and Pride; they declaring pub- 
licly that the more the Court threw them off, ſo 
much the more the Nobility would cleave to their 
Intereft ; threatning the Court in a public manner, 
with divine Puniſhments, and ſuggeſting by them- 
felves and their Emiſſaries, that his Majeſty's Life 
would be ſhort: as their Letters to ſeveral Parts of 
Eurgpe, before the Month of September expreſly 
mention, and the Prophetick Letters of Saint 
Malagrida, at home, did not ſcruple, nor bluſh to 
fix the Period thereof to the Month of September laſt. 

Such is the Face of the Order of Jeſuits in this 
Country. They are not only charged, but con- 
victed of being the Contrivers and principal Pro- 
moters and Abettors of the intended Murder of 
our Lord Tas KING: but they are ſentenced; ſome 
to Impriſonment; ſome to Baniſhment ; others to 
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Tortures and Death: And their whole Body is 
expelled not only from the Court, but out of the 
Portugaeze Dominions ; their Eſtates and Houſes 
are confiſcated to the Crown, and they who hence- 
forward harbour, conceal, aid or aſſiſt any of them 
are declared Traitors to their King, and Country, 
and liable to the like Pains and Penalties. 


Theſe are the Fathers, whom the Nation revered : 


The Court obey*d, the Inquiſition itſelf dreaded : 
Which was exempt from all Epiſcopal Juriſdiction, 
and joſtled out all other Religious Orders from 
Places of Profit and Truſt; and by an Affrectation 
of more Sanctity, Learning and Diſintereſtedneſs in 
their Miniſtry ; obtain'd the general name of Apos- 
TLES in theſe Dominions, under which Cloke t 
inſinuated themſelves into the direction of the pious 
and unguarded, into the eſteem of the Literati, and 
into the Confidence and Commerce of the Mer- 
chants, and thoſe, who had the diſpoſal of Money 
and Eſtates. By which means they thought them- 
ſelves ſecure, immoveable, and in a capacity to re- 
venge any Affront, or to ſucceed in any Enterprize 
to ſatisfy their Avarice and Ambition, let the way 
be ever ſo dark, nor the Act ever fo deteſtable. 
Therefore, [ am perſwaded, that it will be 
2greeable to you to be rightly inform'd of their 
Inſtitution, Doctrincs, Progrels and Practices; and 
alſo of tlie Fate of the Jeſuits in divers Places and 
Nations. Which will ſerve both to throw a Light 
upon their Part in this late Conſpiracy; to give 
thoſe, who are not well acquainted with the Keli- 
gious Inſtitutions in the Church of Rome, a proper 
Hint to know how to diſtinguiſh a Member of this 


Order, from all others, and to caution every Station 


and Degree of Mankind, to avoid a 7eſuit, as the 
Poiſon, the Peſt and Deſtruction of Individuals, 
Socictics and Governments. 
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A Jesuir is a Member of a Society founded by 
Inigo or Ignatius of Loyola, a native of the Kingdom 
of Navarre, and a Soldier for many Years. W hich 
Life he deſerted at Pampelone, where he had been 
wounded ; and enter*d upon a future courſe, which 
he propoſed to model after the Example of the 
primitive Fathers; whoſe Lives had been his Di- 
verſion, while he lay under Cure. 

Ignatius at the ſame Time prevail'd with one 
Brouet to join in his ſpiritual Undertaking, and they 
both ſet off upon a Pilgrimage to Feruſalem, having 
firſt viſited Paris and Rome: But fixt upon no Place 
of Reſidence till they return'd to Venice; where the 
two Pilgrims pitch'd their Abode for ſome Years. 

Here having collected a few Diſciples; they em- 
bark' d with them for Rome; and there made a 
5 Profeſſion of their Order, which they pre- 

umed, with great Modeſty, to Name be Society 
of the Name of Jesus; and, amongſt other Engage- 
ments, promiſed to undertake the Converſion of 
Infidels, by going, and perſonally preaching the 


* amongſt the Indians, &c. and at home to 
teac 


and inſtruct the Ignorant in their Duty, and 
in the Knowledge of Letters. 

This happen'd ſoon after the Reformation begun 
by Luther in Germany; by which the Pope's 
Power was brought into Controverſy. There- 
fore in order to ſecure an Intereſt in the Court of 
Rome, and to obtain the Pope's Approbation, and 
a Conſtitution by his Holineſs's Bull, who at firſt 

id little Regard to their ſolicitations, Ignatius and 

is Aſſociates tender'd their Service in the Cauſe of 
the Supremacy and Infallibility, by declaring that the 
firſt Vow of their Order ſhould be to acknowledge 
the Pope to be Supreme over all Powers on Earth, . 
and even above a General or univerſal Council of 
the Church, | 


Pope 
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Paul III. hearkned to this Condition, and 
yeilded to their Solicitations: fo that from this Time, 
about the Year 1540, they were number'd amongſt 
the Religious Orders, and allowed to encreaſe and 
multiply in what Soil ſoever they might find a 
convenient Place to take Root. But it was Po 
Paul IV. the ſecond from him in Succeſſion, 
that authoriſed and confirm'd the Jeſuits with all 
manner of Immuaities and Privileges. 

From theſe Beginnings aroſe the extenſive, pow- 
erful and terrible Body of Jeſuits; that have fed upon 
the richeſt Fruits, and have become a Terror to the 
moſt mighty Sovereigns in all States and Nations. 

Had tleir Intention been ſincere under their firſt 
Propoials; much good might have been expected 
from the Education of Youth, and a free Preach- 
ing of the Goſpel amongſt the Heathen. But it 
is evident that Ambition and Covetouſneſs poſſeſſed 
their Hearts, or they would never have purchaſed 
their Immunities and Priviledges, by ſacrificing 
their Faich, in Chriſt, the Supreme Vicar of God 
upon Earth to the Power of the Popedom; u 
which they hoped, one Day, to be able to build 
up their own Power above all other religious and 
eccleſiaſtic Members of the Church, and to be pro- 
tected in whatever Practices they ſhould undertake 
to ſecond the Views of the Court of Rome and to 
azgrandize their own Order. 

Their firſt Eſſay towards the Education of Chil- 
dren was greatly applauded, and gain'd their Infant 
Society great Reputation and Friends, not only 
amongſt the People, but amongſt Princes. And we 
find that Brouet, and four more of Ignatius's School 
were invited to Pari, by the Biſhop of Clermont. 

Such Succets and Countenance from the Great 
brought the Society of '/ejus to as high a Pitch in a 
tew Years; as others had attained unto, in many Ages, 
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for in 1556 at the Death of Ignatius, they had 
twelve great Provinces or Diſtricts; and their 
increaſe in Numbers and Favour dictated the Pro- 
priety of ſeizing every opportunity to promote 
the Intereſt of their own Body, fince in that t 

propoſed to encreale the true Militia of Chriſt, the 
good of the whole Church, and the ancient Patri- 
mony of the Lord, as they themſelves expreſs it. 

But this could not be effected barely by a ſtrict 
adherence to their firſt Propoſals. Their Society 
could not hope to riſe to that conſiderable Greatneſs 
aimed at, without trying other means than Teach- 
ing, Preaching and ſuch like Offices of Devotion. 
Therefore it was determined to deviſe ſuch means, 
as might bring the reſt of the Religious Orders into 
diſrepute ; and by ſome artful Expedients to ſecure 
reigning Princes to their Intereſt, and to take them 
into their Cabinets and Management of the Reins 
of Government. 

Their Views did not long paſs unobſerved, by 
the diſcerning Friends of Religion and Liberty. 
And therefore when the little Seminary, which had 
mov*d its Reſidence from an Apartment in Lom- 
bard's College to the Hotel of Clermont at Paris, 
and, upon the Strength of their Patrons Intereſt, 
and the Regularity of their own Lives and Con- 
duct, preſented themiclves ieverai I imes to the 
Parliament for a Confirmation of their Order in 
that City; they had the mortification to be rejected 
with a kind of prophetic Spirit, which in the Decree 
againſt them, declared; the Jeſuits to be dange- 
* rous in matters of Faith; likely to diſturb the 
© Peace of the Church; to overthrow the monaſtic 
Orders, and to pervert, rather than to edity the 
People.“ And when this Affair was brought 
again before the fame Tribunal, Mr. Paſguier, the 
Advocate for the Univerſity againſt the Jeſit's 

Petition 
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Petition for Incorporation, was inſtructed by that 
learned Body to plead, That the Actions of the 
Feſuits were full of Diſſimulation and Hypocriſy; 
© that their Sect would bring diſgrace upon Chriſ- 
© tianity, that their aim and intention tended only 
to ſurprize and ruin both the State Politic and 
Eccleſiaſtic; that under a fair and ſplendid Title 
© and a ſpecious outward Maſk, they attempted to 
* diſturb the public Peace: and therefore he did 
not doubt but that he ſhould be ſeconded by all 
© faith{ul Chriſtians and loyal Subjects, in a motion 
totally to baniſh, drive from, and exterminate the 
Feſuits out of France. For in all their Propoſi- 
tions they produced noth ng but Diviſions in the 
Church; and the Toleration of them is expoſing 
every Prince and Potentate to their Intrigues and 
* Attempts.* He then reproves them for aſſum- 
ing the Title of the Society of Jesus; and adds 
that they deſerved to be put to a ſhameful Death 
tor that Preſumption. 

The famous Ger/oz in his Pleadings for the 
Rights of the Gallican Church againſt the Encroach- 
ments of the Papacy, adds: My Lords! If you 
introduce the Ze/uits into France, and into other 
States, you will ſettle ſo many Enemies in them, 
* who will always be ready to join with the Pope 
in every diſpute or War that may ariſe with 
him.“ Then he expoſed their [mpoſtures, Thefts, 
Extortions, Frauds, and Robberies, Seditions, 
falſe Doctrines and Immoralities by many Exam- 
ples ; and conciues with theſe prophetic words to 
the Court, © You my Lords, who tolerate the 
* Jeſuits, willhereaiter be the firſt to condemn your- 
« ſelves, when you ſhall ſce that not only Irance, but 
all Chriſtendom will ſuffer by your Connivance. 

Thoſe great Men had dived into the ſeeret Pro- 
ceedings ut thule Jeinits;, and rightly conſider'd 


the

the great Lengths they were voluntarily to 
run, in ſupport of papal Decrees and Inſtructions, 
againſt the Intereſt of the Church and State in thoſe 
Nations, where they could gain a Settlement by 
Authority, 

It was become notorious throughout all the Pro- 
vinces or Diſtricts, where this Society had ſecured a 
Foot ing, that they deviſed every art to leſſen the 
reſt of the Religious Orders, never failing to diſ- 
cover ſome Defects in their Inſtitution, Errors 
in their Doctrines, and Blemiſnes in their Conduct. 

By this Stratagem the Carmelites, Dominicans, 
Franci/cans, &c. and even the ſecular Clergy were 
deprived of the Countenance and Favour of Princes, 
and of the Great and Virtuous: and the inſinuating 
detracting Jeſuits were careſſed and raiſed to large 
Poſſeſſions, and to Places of Honour and Truſt. 

It was no leſs apparent that the Jeſuits were 
infinuating themſelves into State Affairs, and had 
formed their diffuſive Body under ſuch Regula- 
tions, as to be able to correſpond, by the ſwifteſt 
Expedition, and to dive into the moſt ſecret Devices 
and Actions in every State and Family, where 
admitted. ; 

To which the diſcerning Advocate caſt his Eye, 
where he accuſed them of introducing Ruin to all 
ſecular and regular States, and of laying the Foun- 
dation of their own Greatneſs upon the Downfal of 
others. And alſo in the following deſcription of 
the manner they had deviſed to accumulate inh- 
nite Riches ; yea, to gain whole Kingdoms and 
Countries. | 

They pretend, ſays he, that their Society is com- 
poſed of a kind of Religious, named the great 
Obſervants ; and a ſecond kind named the leſſer Ob- 


ervants. 
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The great Obſervants, beſides the three ordinary 
Vows (of Poverty, Chaſtity, and Obedience) taken 
by the Religious of all Orders of Monks and 
Friars, take a fourth Vow, viz. * To obey the 
Pop, and to acknowledge him Supreme above 
* all Things upon Earth, without Exception or 
© Reſerve, in whatſoever he ſhall command to be 
* believed or done.* By this Oath or Vow, it is 
evident that the Pope's Will is to be done, in Pre- 
ference to any Command from the Church or State, 
under whoſe Juriſdiction the Jeſuit of the firſt 
Degree or great Obſervants lives. 

The leſſer Obſervants (neither vow Poverty nor 
Chaſtity ) are tied only by ue Vows; the one is to 
be faithful to the Pope; the Promiſe by which 
Tenatius recommended his Inſtitution to Paul the 
third: the other is an implicit blind Obedience to 
their Superiors. 

By this Stratagem this degree of O3/ſervants is 
enabled to inherit and to purchaſe Lands, Goods 
and Chattels, and to tranſact any lucrative Affair 
whether Civil or Eccleſiaſtical : and. thus it is that 
the Order of Feſuits have got hold of ſo many 
Church Revenues, great Eſtates, and amaſſed ſuch 
Wealth and Riches by Traffic, Manufactures and 
Merchandize. 


Beſides the foregoing, they all take a Yow 
wholly, and in all Things, to obey their GENERAL: 


in which Vow, (inter alia) it is inſerted, that caſting 
their Eyes upon their General, ibey muſt acknowledge 
Jzsvs CHRIST 20 be preſent in n iu. 

Hence, from theſe Vows and Diſtinctions, have 
iſſued thoſe horrid Enterpriſes even to attempt the 
Lives of Princes and Kings; as you fee in the pre- 
ſent caſe of the King of Portugal, and ſhall be 

exemplified by others in different Nations, 1 
115 
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This GENERAL, to whom all Obedience is paid 
reſides conſtantly at Rome; and has a Council, or 
a certain number of Fathers of the ſame Order 
aſſigned him, for Aſiſtants; who remain always 
with him. 

Theſe Aſiſtants are appointed by conſent of the 
whole Order, one out of every Nation. Thus one 
is a Frenchman, and called the French Aſſiſtant ; 
another the Spaniſh; another the talian; another 
the Eng/iſh;, another the Auſirian; and ſo for all 
other Kingdoms and Provinces: whoſe Charge is 
to correſpond with the Society within his own 
diſtrict, and to lay before the General all the 
tranſactions of State of which he receives Intelli- 
gence from his reſpective Kingdom or Province. 

This Intelligence is communicates to the Aſſiſtant 
by the Correſpondence of thoſe Jeſuits, who are 
purpoſely placed in the principal City of that 
Kingdom or Province, and as near the Perſon of 
the Prince and governing Party, as poſſible. 

Over the Feſuits in every County or Diſtrict is 
placed a PRO VIX CIAL, who reſembles the General 
in Minuature. He has his Council or Afiſtants 
alſo. The Feſuits of his Province are immediately 
Subject to the Commands of him and his Council, 
and to him every Refer, Procurator, and other Offi- 
cer, belonging to their Convents, Colleges, Novi- 
ciates and Penitentiaries in thoſe Dominions, which 
are in Communion with the Church of Rome, and 
the Miſſionaries in the reformed Countries and in 
Partibus Inſidelium, regularly communicate, by all 
convenient and proper ways and means, the State 
and proceedings of their reſpective Houſes and 
Charges; and allo, as much of the ſecrets of their 


Penitents, the Oeconomy of Families, and common 


Fame, as each can poflibly pick up yu figilio 
Confeſſionis, i. e. by Confeſſions; by their addreſs in 
3 Families; 
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Families ; by mixing themſelves with public Com- 
any, and becoming all Things to all Men. 

So that the firſt Centre of the Jeſuits Correſpon- 
dence is in the reſpective Provincials, and theſe 
forward every Affair, that is not merely local and 
allowed to the Deciſion or Cognizance of himſelf 
and Aſſiſtants, to the Afiſtant General at Rome. 

Thus, when all the Packets arrive in the Metro- 
polis of the Holy See, the General ſummons his 
Aſſiſtants, who lay before him the Affairs of the 
whole Order, and produce ſufficient Intelligence; 
from which he is enabled to diſcover the Intereſts, 
and Practices of Princes and States, wherever the 
Jeſuits have got a footing. 

Theſe Advices being duely weighed and com- 

ed with each other, ſuch Reſolutions are taken 
by this ſupreme Council of the Jeſuits, to aſſiſt or 
oppoſe ; to raiſe up or 00 down the different 

Powers; according as it ſhall be judged moſt con- 
ducable to the Intereſt and Advantage of their own 
Society. So that it is in the Holy City of Rome, 
we are always to feck for the Plans of all the 
Schemes, however deteſtable and horrid, that have 
been put in Execution by the Jeſuits in different 
and diſtant Parts of the- World. Here it is that 
Intereſt is weigh'd in the Balance againſt all other 
Conſiderat ions; and the Deſtiny of Kingdoms and 
Nations, nay of many Individuals, is decreed, the 
point of the Dagger is bleſſed, and the Hand that 
executes their murderous Projects i is ſanctified. 

All this may appear very myſterious to thoſe, 
who are not acquainted with their Practices and 
Conſtitution; and its Inconceiveableneſs to the 
World in genera! has always made the Jeſuits treat 
Accounts of this kind with Ridicule and Contempt; 
denying the Fact; becauſe they take ſuch * 
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of Secreſy in all their Correſpondence of this 
Nature, as to imagine it impoſſible to be diſco- 
vered. 

But whoever recollects that theſe Fathers of the 
Society of Jesus have been for more than a Cen- 
tury the Penitentiaries or Confeſſors not only to 
moſt of the prime Nobility, but to the Princes 
themſelves, who are in Communion with Rome, 
there can be no Doubt of its Truth. 

By the Means of auricular Caͤnfeſſion nothing is 
ſo ſecret, but an artful Confeſſor will be able to 
diſcover it. And after they have thus dived into the 
Deſigns, and ſifted out the Reſolutions of their Pe- 
nitents, who can doubt, but thoſe Deſigns and 
Reſolutions are immediately forwarded to Father- 
GENERAL? or that the ſupreme Council of the 
Jeſuits will heſitate one Moment to take that Part, 
which ſhall appear moſt to their particular Ad- 
vantage ? 

One principal Advantage of ſuch a Correſpon- 
dence is, that the Feſuits performing all this within 
themſelves, unnoticed and unſuſpected, may act 
in ſecret ; and, without entering into the Meaſures 
of any Party, may dire& the Blow with leſs Ha- 
zard, and with greater Force and Certainty a- 
gainſt the Object of their Reſentment. 

A Society poſſeſſed of the Conſciences of Man- 
kind are beſt able to execute ſecret and ruinous 
Projects: To leſſen one Prince in the Friendſhip 
of another; to weaken their Authority in their 
reſpective Dominions ; to foment War from a- 
broad and Rebellions and Inſurrections at home: 


becauſe they get into the very Souls and gove: ng 
Paſſions of the Subjects, as the reverend .* -c 
Malagrida did by his ſpiritual Exerci/es C 
Marchioneſs of Tavora, &c. and lo o © 
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are well and ill- affected to their Sovereign, and to 
each other. 

Hence we may account for the many Diſputes 
between the Houſe of Auſtria and Bourbon; be- 
tween the Crown of Spain and Portugal, &c. ſince 
the Jeſuits took the Confeſſor's Chair in thoſe 
Courts. Hence alſo we diſcover the Source of thoſe 
civil Diſcords, that have at any time embroiled 
thoſe Kingdoms, and States, where Jeſuitiſin has 
prevailed with any degree of Influence. 

From this Traffic with the Souls of Men we are 
to remark, that there ariſe two Branches of this 
Order, who adminiſter greatly both by their Riches 
and Intelligence to the common Intereſt of the 
Society of IEsus. 


Theſe are, firſt, Lay People of both Sexes, who 


having aſſociated themſelves with this Order, live 
under it in the Performance of a certain blind Obe- 
dience, ſubmitting all their Actions to the Direc- 
tion of the Jeſuits, and eager to execute whatever 
they command. 

This Branch of the Society of Jesvs is compoſed 
chiefly of Gentlemen and Ladies, wealthy Citizens 


and rich Merchants, who are all, either by their 


Riches or Stations ia Life, capable of promoting 
their worldly Intereſt. The general Name of theſe 
outlying Brethren and Siſters is that of Devotees, 
or rather Bigots to the Society; who, being per- 
ſwaded by thefe Fathers to deſpiſe the World, are 
wheedled out of their Eſtates, and reduced to a 
State of Bondage to do the Will oi their Con- 
feſſors. | 

The fecond Branch conſiſts of both Prieſts and 
Laymen; who, tho' permitted to Jive abroad in 
the World, and to enjoy all the Poſſeſſions they 
can get in Church and State, are under a Vow ” 
take 
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take the Habit of the Society, when thereunto 
called by the Father-General. 

Thele are called Jeſuits in Vow; and are the 
moſt dangerous ; as they are ſecretly diſperſed 
every where, and always ready to execute the Part, 
that ſhall be allotted them for the Advancement of 
tizeir Society. 

It is by theſe in particular that the Father 7e- 
ſuits carry on their Buſineſs ſo ſmoothly, for the 
Eſtabliſhment of their Monarchy ; keeping them 
in all Places and all Courts; thoſe of Proteſtant 
Princes not excepted. And from this Limb of 
the Society ſprang up that Brood of Sectaries in 
Britain, which appeared in the laſt Century, and 
aſſiſted the jeſuitical Richlieu and Mazarine to raiĩſe 
the Houſe of Bourbon upon the Ruins of the Royal 
Family and regal Power in our native Country. 
For, it has been pgoved beyond all Contradiction, 
that 1 its ſeveral Branches, Sabba- 
tarians, and Quakers, &c. are the Spawn of the 
Feſuits: who by ſowing Diviſions in Church and 
State, hoped to find an Opportunity in the com- 
mon Cataſtrophe, to avail themſelves of the natio- 
nal Diſtractions. 

| Hence it is rational to infer, that there is no 
Plot; no Schiſm in the Church; no Commotion 
in the State; but the Jeſuits may fairly be ſu- 
ſpected at the Bottom: That the greateſt Part of 
the Affairs of Chriſtendom paſs thro” their Hands; 
and that none ſucceed without their Aſſiſtance or 
Countenance. 

Yet, notwithſtanding all their Cunning and ſe- 
cret Intrigue and Proceedings, which is the chief 
Engine for eſtabliſhing their univerſal Monarchy, 
the Object of all their Actions and Intentions from 
the Beginning; tlieir Ambition has at ſome Times 
carried them beyond their Policy, and fo _— 
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them, that they could not help diſcovering 
their favourite Paſſion; when under a Pretence 
of a public Good for the Church, they pre- 
ſumed to defire Pope Gregory XIIIth, to com- 
mand each of his Legates and Nuncios to take a 
Jeſuit into his Retinue, and to diſpatch no Buſineſs 
without his Advice. A very modeſt Requeſt by a 
religious Society, whole Charter of Admiſſion into 
the Church was granted on the ſpecial Conditions 
of confining themſelves to the Inſtrui7ion of Youth, 
and to the Converſion of Infidel; ! 

But behold ! theſe Catechi/ts have ſet up a School 
of Politics for the Government of Princes, and the 
ſubduing of Nations. They not only try their 
Intereſt with the Holy Father, into whole ſpecial 
Service they have enliſted themſelves with an Oath 
to ſupport his Claim to Infallibility, which the Se- 
culars and the moſt learned ngft the religious 
Orders can't ſubſcribe to, in tMe Latitude of that 
Claim by the See of Rome ; but they have not 
failed of making uſe of their univerſal Intelligence 
and Skill in the Intereſts of Nations and the Affairs 
of the States under which they ſubſiſt, to recom- 
mend themſelves to the Service and Confidence of 
tecular Princes. 

\\ here this has ſucceeded, the Feſuits have al- 
ways abuſed the Favour of the Prince; ſometimes 
uling it to the Prejudice of the royal Family itſelf ; 
and always to the Injury of private Families : as 
may be exemplified by their great Eſtates engroſſed 
out of the Credulity of the rich Widows, who fail 
under their Direction; and from young Gentle- 
men inveigled into their Society. 

The next Misfortune I Thall mention, ariſing 
from the Admiſſion of a Feſuiſtical Miniſtry, is the 
unbounded Sway they aſſume, under a Maſk of 
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Religion and Love for Mother Church, to pro- 
mote and to oppreſs whom they ſhall pleaſe. 

This Device enables them to remove from about 
the Helm of Government ſuch as they don't find 
intirely devoted to their Meaſures, and to replace 
them with Devotees, who implicitly obey their 
Will and Pleaſure. By which Means not only the 
Subject but the Prince himſelf is compelled to ſub- 
mit to their arbitrary Proceedings. 

A Devotee to the Jeſuits placed near the Throne 
by the Intereſt of his Order muſt be very ungrate- 
ful, ſhould he not return the Favour when it lies 
in his Power. He even looks upon them with 
more Gratitude, than upon his royal Maſter, who 
has taken him into his Confidence; and conſequently 
will lean more to their Intereſt, than to his Honour 
and Advantage. I wiſh there may not be ſome 
ſuch devoted Counſellor ſtill about the Perſon of 
our gracious Sovereign! That ſuch have been for 
many Years ſerving the Intereſt of their Society, 
under the Favour of the Houſe of Braganza, is 
moſt evident from the Danger that now threatens 
that auguſt Family on the Throne, from their 
powerful Intereſts and Machinations both in this 
Nation and its Appendages in Afie and America. 
And how his Moſt Faithful MEST will be able 
to eſcape the Legions of thofe Devotees, after the 
Extirpation of their encloiſter*d Priefts, &c. is a 
Myſtery only to be conceived by the almighty 
Diſpoſer of all Things, who hitherto has protected 
his ſacred Perſon from Violence, and the Ambuſhes 
laid by them to take away his innocent Life, under 
the Cover of Darkneſs, when there was none at 
hand to deliver him from blood-thirfſty Men, but 
the Arm of an inviſible Protector. 

Thus Princes become Dupes to the Society of 
Jesus! who, imagining that they have got a _ 

D u

ful Servant, take into their Cabinet and their Con- 
fidence a Spy and an Accomplice to promote the 
Views of that Society only, at the Riſk of the 
Tranquility of the State, and even of the Lite of 
the King, and the Exiſtence of his Family. 

Where public Affairs are thus managed by Je- 
ſuits in Vow, we can't be at a Loſs to account for 
the Means, whereby their Maſters are perſwaded 
and engaged to take Jeſuits for their Confeſſors, 
or at leaſt for their Chaplains ; why the Biſhops 
and their Clergy, the Monks and Friars tamely 
ſubmit to the Encroachments of this Society ; and 
why the Inquiſition itſelf has been invaded by theſe 
Fathers; who thereby are better enabled to cor- 
reſpond advantageouſly with their Father-General 
at Rome. 

Hence we may judge of the Way that ſo many 
Things, conducted with the greateſt Caution and 
profoundeſt Secreſy, have been divulged, when 
leaſt expected, and the beſt laid Schemes of the 
greateſt Importance defeated, without a Poſſi 
bility of detecting the Traitor; and oftentimes 
aſcribed to the Miſconduct and Treachery of in- 
nocent Perſons. 

No Ties of Gratitude, no Obligations of Duty 
to the Powers in Being, can work upon their ſelfiſh 
Spirit. In proſecucing their own Emolument they 
b-at down ail Regards, to accompliſh their Ends. 
And when they have inſinuated themſelves into 
the Hearts of Princes, they play with them like 
Shuttlecocks. They play them off with largeous 
Promiſes and Aſſurances of the excellent Expe- 
dients they can devile tor ſatisfying their Ambition 
or Revenge. But they are as dextrous to invent 
Delays, as ſoon as they find their Plots are like to 
interlere with a more favourite Undertaking iR 
View ; and lo, all on a tudden, by ſome flight 
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Contrivance, they firſt turn all into Confuſion, and 
then break the Neck of the Plot themſelves had 
Jaid ; as both France and Spain, and other King- 
doms have experienced. 

Thus ir appears that the Jeſuits are ſelf-intereſted 
determined to ſacrifice Gratitude, Duty, and Hu- 
manity to their particular Views : Neither Prince 
nor Prelate can put any Confidence in them with- 
out hazarding their own Intereſt. 

In France they aſſume the Character of French- 
men; in Spain, of Spaniards ;, and fo in all other 
Countries, where they reſide, or from whence 
they are in Expectation of ſome Advantage. But 
their Yows lay them under ſuch Ties of Submiſſion 
and Dependance to their General, that both the 
Monffeurs and Dons are obliged to renounce the 
Love of their Country, and their Allegiance, and even 
to caſt off Humanity, when his Paternity commands 
them to join with the Enemy ; to ſtir up the Sub- 
Jets to Rebellion, and to poiſon, ſtab, ſhoot, or 
otherwiſe take away the Life of their lawful King. 

But this Behaviour is ſo mingled with an artful 
Conduct of the Jeſuits in ſome other Place, that 
you ſeldom hear of a Coup de main by their Bre- 
thren under one Dominion, but they endeavour to 
ward off the Conſequences of bad Practices and 
treaſonable Writings from the Society in general, 
either by diſavowing them, or by writing on the con- 
trary Side. As in the memorable Caſe of Father 
Parſons and Father Creiton; both Jeſuits, one in 
Scotland, the other in England, at the Time De- 
bates ran high about the Succeſſion to the Eg liſb 
Crown; and the Feſuits were endeavouring to re- 
commend themſelves, or at leaft to prevail with 
Queen Elizabeth and King James to grant them a 
Toleration within their reſpective Dominions. Fa- 
ther Parſons began the Conteſt with a Book to ſet 
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aſide the Claim of James, King of Scotland to the 
Crown of England; which was, at that Time, the 
favourite Topic at Court: But this being judged 
in the Generals Council at Rome too great a Riſk, 
and a Means to expoſe their Society to the Re- 
ſentment of King James, ſhould he ever obtain 
the Exgliſb Crown, it was reſolved that Creiton; 
and ſome athers af the ſame Order ſhould obviate 
any ill Effects towards themſelves, by a colluſive 
Oppoſition to Parſons's Argument; and they ac- 
cordingly defended the King's Cauſe in a Book 
intitled, The Diſcourſe of the King of ScoTs againſt 
the Opinion of Father Parſons; or to that Purpoſe, 
Whereby it was hoped that the Jeſuits might be 
able to ingratiqte themſelves with one of the Po- 
tentates, in what Manner ſoever the Right of Suc- 
ceſſion ſhould be ſettled. For had the Scots been 
outed, then Par/ons's Book would have pleaded 
their Affection for the contrary Party: On the 
contrary, Creiton's Book was to ingratiate them 
with King James, ſhould he be fo fortunate to ſuc- 
ceed Elizabeth. 

I might remind you of a moſt extraordinary 
Conduct of the Jeſuits, even towards the Pope 
himſelf, to whom they are tied by Vows and con- 
tinual Favours. Yet neither Duty nor Gratitude 


could bring them to a Submiſſion in ſo trivial a 


Caſe as to officiate in Choir, and to follow the 
Practice of Regulars in their religious Life, when 
commanded ſo to do by Pope Pius tive Fifth. 
They, in general, refuſed to obey the Papal De- 
cree, and contemptuouſly named their Brethren 
Aviatins, or Deviators from the Truth, who thought 
it their Duty to obey and conform to the Direction 

of the Holy See. But, 
Why ſhould we admire at their ſpurning againſt 
the Authority of the Pope? The Jeſuits make no 
$ | Ns ſcruple 
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us, and of offering Incenſe to that Heathen Philo- 
ſopher upon the Altar conſecrated to Ixsus CnRIST, 
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ſcruple to reject the Holy Canons, where they can't 
be bent to countenance their Practices; and hold 
Gop himſelf in contempt, where Religion, Mora- 
lity and Conſcience ſtand in the way of their Am- 
bition and worldly Purſuits. 

Nothing is more forbidden by the Canons of the 
Church of Rome than for Eccleſiaſtics (under Vows 
in particular) to trade in the Merchandize of the 
World, yet the Jeſuits are notorious for their deal- 


ings in all the Produce of Eaſt India, China, Bra- 


Religion fits very eaſy upon them. The Affair 
of temporizing with the Chineſe worſhip of Confu- 


_ zils, Africa and America. 


with the peculiar View to jſecure an Intereſt in the 
Commerce and Councils of the Empire of China, 
can never be obliterated. 

Mr. Warson a ſecular Prieſt in the Reign of 
King James the firſt writing the Character of the 
Jeſuits, ſays, * They are blaſphemous Wiretches, 
an impious Brood, a Race of Vipers, the offals of 
the old Scribes and Phariſees. They maintain 
* groſs Errors, blind and ſeduce their Followers, 
* whom they lead to Deſtruction; and doubtleſs 
there will come much danger unto the Catholic 
Church, if theſe violent Spirits be not in time ſup- 
* preſſed. They pervert all Laws both human and 
divine. They can bear no ſuperior, much leſs an 
equal in the Church. They purſue their Revenge 
to Death, and are never contented till, by their 
© ſecret Murders and open Maſſacres, they bring all 
* a flote in Fire and Sword: for, what are they but, 
as is well known, maſacring, butcherly, Buyers 
and Sellers of their dear Countrymen's Blood, 
* againſt whom the very Cannibals and Anthropo- 

phagies 
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© pbagites, ſhall riſe up at the laſt Day, and condemn 
© this barbarous and Savage Generation. 

As to their Writings, they countenance In- 
temperance and Lying. Examples, for proof of 
this Afﬀertion are very numerous; ſufficient to make 
a very large Volume of themſelves alone. There- 
fore it may ſuffice to preſent you with that SysrEM 
of CasvisTRY, publiſhed in the Year 1656, en- 
tituler'd Letters ts @ Provincial, &c. diſcovering 
a great Number of pernicious Maxims extracted 
out of the writings of the late Caſuiſts of the Society 
of Jzsus, from whence were ſelected thirty eight 
Propoſitions; and thoſe laid before the general 
Aſſembly of the Clergy at Pæris; which Propoſitions. 
were look'd upon with much horror by all the 
World. 

But the Jeſuits were not confounded. The Ad- 
vantages reap'd by their looſe Doctrines were too 
valuable to be dropt: ſo that they determin'd to 
maintain them by ſome conſiderable Work; and 
after ſome time there came abroad (1657) an Apo- 
logy for the Caſuiſts &c. in which they undertook 
to maintain the Doctrines collected in the Provincial 
Letters. And this Apology was alſo preſented to 
the Aſſembly of the Clergy, as containing a great 
Number of dangerous, as well as erroneous Pro 
fitions, not only contrary to the Conduct and Sal- 
vation of men's Souls, and againſt good Man- 
ners; but alſo to the public Safety, for as much as 
it gave Permiſſion (in foro Conſcientie) to Steal and 
to Kill, even Kincs themſelves. And 

The Deputies appointed to examine this Apo- 
logy for the Caſuiſts made the following Report to 
their Conſtitnents— * Having ſeriouſly and with 
great care examin'd the ſaid Book, are of Opi- 
nion, that it ought to be abſolutely prohibited 
and condemned, as containing many Propoſitions 

* that 
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© that are ſcandalous, pernicious, and offenſive te 
„ chaſt Ears: Such as open a Gap to Uſury, Si- 
e mony, Murder, Stealth, &c. ſuch as are contrary 
* to the Principles of the Goseer, derogatory to 
the Sacraments of Jtsus CurisT ; and coun- 


e tenance and encourage Calumrny.” Theſe are 


the Doctrines, ſaid the Biſhop of Amiens, which 
are taught, not by any particular Writers, Fc. a- 
mongſt the Jeſuits, but univerſally by thoſe Fa- 
thers amongſt them, that read Caſes of Conſcience in 
France, Italy, Spain, Germany, and other Places. 

I ſhall give you the Words of the Biſhop of Julle 
to his own Flock on this Occation ; I think myſelf 
obliged by the dangerous Doctrine of the Apology, to 
adviſe you to take heed of theſe new Phariſees, who out 
of a reſileſs Defire of multiplying their Interpretations of 
the Law, have wholly corrupted it; and ihe mere they 
have endeavoured to accommodate it to the Senſe and 
Humour of Men, the more have they extinguiſhed in it, 
as much as lies in their Power, the Spirit of Gop ; and 
further ſays, that it was a very corrupt and ſcandalous 
Piece of Morality. 

To ſum up the Heads or rather the Reaſons diſ- 
perſed in the Cenſure paſſed upon the Apology above 
mentioned; take them in the Words of he Jour- 
nal of all the Proceedings in that Caſe:— How 
« ſhould I add al! the Expreſſions, with which 
* the Biſhops and Clergy of France, i. e. the 
& whole Gallic Church uſed to ſignify their Abhor- 
t rence of the more than Barbarian Licentiouſneſs 
« of the Caſuiſts, it would make a Volume; 
« therefore think it ſufficient to give the Reader 
4 ſome few, which reſpectively applied, will evince 
their Senſe of the prophane Doctrine of the 
& Teſuits.” 

They, the Biſhops reſpectively declare, © that 
the ſaid Doctrine, contained in the Apology, &c. 
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* is falſe, erroneons, ſcandalous, erous, contra 
ce 2 of Gop and Fan, to 3 
c the Fathers, Councils, Canons, and Divinity 
& encouraging Sinners in their Ignorance, Preſump- 
« tion, and Impenitence ; furniſbing them with 
4 Excuſes, Equivocations, Evaſions, to the Ruin 
&« of their Souls: — That it is temerarious and ri- 
4 diculous, introducing Confuſion into Chriſtian 
«© Morality, blocking up the Path to eternal Hap- 
& pineſs, complying with the corrupt Inclinations 
&« of Nature, derogatory to the Precepts of Jesvs 
« Chrift, offenſive to chaſte Ears, patronizing 
« criminal Actions, hurtful to Charity, injurious 
© to the diſtreſſed Members of Chriff*s Body; al- 
t lowing Simony ; countenancing Lewdneſs, De- 
« baucheries, Revenge, Murders, Breaches of 
« conjugal Fidelity, Inhumanity, Bribery and 
« Corruption, Uſury, Frauds, Breaches of Truſt, 
« Perjuries, Luxury, Drunkenneſs, Diſobedience 
* to Maſters, Parents, and to Magiſtrates and 
&« Princes, &c. Sc.“ 

What may not a Society thus eſtabliſhed, tutor'd 
and reſolved, be inclined and able to do? Their 
Conſciences are under no Reſtraint ; their Intereſt 
is the principal Object of Conſultation ; and their 
Power, both in Riches and Numbers, and Know- 
| ledge of human Affairs, ſurpaſſes Comprehenſion. 

No Wonder, therefore, that the Jeſuits have 
been ſo often detected, not only in accompliſhing 
the Ruin of Individuals and private Families, but 
in the Deſtruction of Societies and Cities, and in 
the Overthrow of Kingdoms and States, and in 
the Maſſacre of Miniſters, Kings, and of Prelates 
and Popes alſo, as the following Hiſtories will 
ſhew. 


Spaniſh Soldier; and in regard to his native Coun- 
try, 


Their Foundation, you've read, was laid by a 
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try, Euatius took care in the Eſtabliſhment of the 
general Government of his thriving Society to ſe- 
cure the Generalſbip for ever in the Perſon of a 
Spaniard, who is always diſtinguiſhed for his At- 
tachment to his Country; next to the Intereſt of 
his Society. — They planned a Deſign to raiſe 
their Order above all others in the Church, by 
connecting themſelves more ſtrongly with the 
Pope; who, at that Time feeling the Effects of 
the Reformation in and England, and 
diſguſted with both his Secular and Regular 
Clergy, for Want of Reſolution and Zeal to op- 
poſe the Reformers, and to maintain his Power and 
Authority, greedily embraced their Offer of im- 
plicit Obedience to the Triple Crown, and to enter 
the Liſts againſt the Opponents to his Infallibility ; 
and to arm them in the beſt Manner he was able, 
ſent em out into all Nations, with an Exemption 
from Epiſcopal Power, and with a Non-obftante to 
all the Rights and Privileges claimed in the Church 
by the Parochial and Monaſtic Clergy. 

By this Means the Jeſuits were ſoon ſcattered 
over the Chriſtian World, as has been noted be- 
fore : And their Attachment to the Biſhop of Rome 
became daily more and more viſible and irkſome. 
The States of Italy looked upon them as Spies for 
the Holy See: And their Intereſt in the Pope's 
Conſiſtory quaſhed all Complaints of their Uſur- 

tions, Irregularities and Abuſes, from the Pre- 

ates, Clergy and Religious. 

Their Power riſing, upon the good Opinion en- 
tertained of their Proceedings by the Court of 
Rome, made them bold and daring. And their 
Hypocriſy and Intereſt gave them many Advan- 
tages over the Credulous and the Weak ; filled 
their Purſes, and paved their Way to Places of 
Profit and Truſt, 
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The Republic of Venice, in which [gnatius and 
his firſt Diſciples prepared themſelves for their Ap- 
plication to the Pope, had both Wiſdom to dil- 
cern, and Prudence to clear the State of the In- 
trigurs of the upſtart Jeſuits, as early as in the 
Pontificate of Paul tbe Fifth. The Offspring of 
the meek, humble, ſelf-denying Layols. who had 
gain'd Admiſſion for his Inſtitution for the Inſtruc- 
tion of the People gratis, were careſſed and highly 
eſteemed, while they kept within the Buunds of 
their outward Profeſſion: But as ſoon as it was 
diſcovered that they were under a Vow to take Part 
with the Pope, right or wrong; and that they held 
an illicit Correſpondence with his Holineſs, Paul 
the Fifth, during the Time of their Contention 
with the Apoſtolic See; this wiſe Republic expelled, 
baniſked and extirpated the whole Society of Je- 
ſuits from their Territories for ever: And at the 
ſame Time declared, that no one ſhould move 
for their Recall or Re- admiſſion under Pain of 
Death, without Hopes of Pardon. 

How the General and his Aſſiſtants managed 
Affairs at Rome itſelf, when they met with any 
Rebuff fer their unſatiable Thirſt after Power, let 
the Secular Prieſt, Mr. Watſon, in his Quodlibets, 
ſpeak, who (p. 246) brings them under Suſpicion 
of contriving and procuring the Death of two 
Popes, two Cardinals and one Biſhop, for at- 
tempting to curb their Iniolence, and to reduce 
them to a regular Diſcipline. | 

Their Attachment to the Spaniſh Intereſt was 
another Motive for their Plottings and treaſonable 
Practices. 

This Affection ſor the native Country of their 
Patriarch or Founder, operated in their Conduct 
towards France, Germany and England. | 

| | The 
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The Jeſuitica! Doctrine of King-killing was firft 
put in Practice by theſe Fathers in France. For, 
while their Proceſs for Admiſſion into the Univer- 
ſity of Paris, as mentioned before, was ſuſpended, 
they made their Addreſs to the Duke de Mayen, 
the Head of the League, that kept Paris againſt 
the King, by ſpiriting up James Clements, a young 
Jatobin Friar, with Aſſurances of his thereby 
meriting a Place in Paradiſe for aſſaſſinating the 
King. On which Condition, amongſt others, the 
deluded Friar undertakes to kill King Henzy III. 
his lawful Sovereign and the Lord's Anointed. 
Clements, aſſured of a Manſion in Heaven by 
the Feſuits, boidly repaired to the royal Camp at 
St. Cloud's Bridge, where the King, beſieging 
Paris, then was quarter'd, and having obtained 
Permiſſion to come into the royal Preſence, under 
Pretence of bringing Letters of Credit from the 
Prefident Harlay, ſtabbed his Majeſty, as he was 
reading, with a long Knife concealed in his Gown 
Sleeve; of which Wound the King died next 
Morning, to the Grief of all good Men; tho? it is 
well known that the Regicide's Memory is bleſſed 
in the Society of IEsus; who defended the Action by 
a ſpecial Treatiſe entitled, De juſta Abdicatione Hen - 
rici tertii: A Diſcourſe as deteſtable, ſays Mr. 
Watſon, as if it had been hatched in Hall. 

To this Prince, murdered by the Inſtigation of 
the Jeſuits, according to the Prediction of the Ad- 


vocate, Mr. Paſquiers, ſucceeded the King of Na- 


varre, by the Name of Henry tte Fourth ; who, to 
conciliate the Minds of the Confederates, con- 
cerned in the Death of the late King, and to ſe- 
cure his own peaceable Poſſeſſion of the Throne, 
abjured the Proteſtant Faith, on the 25th of Jus 
1593, and was received into the Boſom of the 
Church of Rome, in due Form and Ceremony; 
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aſter he had made open Profeſſion of the Proteſtant 
Religion for fifteen Years and upwards. 

King Hengy, no doubt, expected Protection 
from his Roman Catholic Subjects in Return for his 
Condeſcention to their Defires. But this Hypo- 
criſy could not preſerve him from the treacherous 
and bloody Plots of the Fe/uits and their Party: 
who, ſpirited up by the Spaniſh Faction, whoſe 
Intereft was to keep up the Troubles of France, 
were ſo far from approving a Meaſure that might 
bring Peace to the Kingdom, that theſe Fathers 
were incontinently employed to defeat the good 
Intention of the King's Reconciliation to the Apo- 
ſtolic Faith: And while this was tranſacting, it 
appears that the Feſuits had retained an Aſſaſſin to 
take away his Majeſty's Life. 

For, on the 26th of Auguſt then next following, 
there was apprehended at Mz!/un, one Peter Bar, a 
Native of Orleans; who confeſſed, that he had 
been practiſed upon and ſeduced by three Parties; 
one of whom was a Feſuit, two Months before, to 
ſtab or murder the King with a large two-edged 
Kaite, prepared for the Work, and found about 
him. He alſo declared, that he had two Prieſts 
his Accomplices, engaged in the ſame wicked De- 
lign and retain'd by the ſame Parties. 

Theſe Accomplices were never taken ; but Bar 
was brought to public Ignominy, and executed as 
a Regicide.— His Fleſh was torn from his Body 
with red-hot Pincers, as he was led thro* the 
Streets of Melun, where the King then reſided. 
On the Scaffold he publickly impeached the Je- 
Faits and their DeEtrine, as the Cauſe of his Crime 
and miſerable End. Then his right Hand, hold- 
ing the Knife, was cut off and burnt ; his Arms, 
Legs, and Thighs were then broken upon the 
Wheel; on which he languiſhed in extreme Tor- 


ture 
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ture for ſeveral Hours. Being dead his Body was 
burnt to Aſhes, and they were thrown into the River. 
The Spirit of the Jeſuits to advance the Intereſt 
of the Spaniards in France, and to kindle ſedition 
all the principal Cities of the Kingdom, being thus 
detected; and their furious Invectives againſt the 
memory of HENRY III. as alſo againſt HENRY 
now reigning, were ſo open in their Sermons, and 
ſecretly inſtilled into their Penitents under the ſeal 
of Confeſſion, open'd the Eyes of the Legiſlature, 
and prompted the Univerſity of Paris immediately 
after the Reduction of that Metropolis by the King, to 
demand a total Extermination of tbe Society of IEsus. 
A Remonſtrance deſcribing the Jeſuits in theiy 
proper Colours and complaining of their A:heiſtical 
and King killing Doctrines, &c. was preſented by 
the Sorboniſts to the Parliament. To whoſe Cita- 
tion the Holy and meek Fathers for ſome Days 
refuſed to appear. But having notice in due form, 
that their Default would be confider'd in Contempt 
of that High Court of Judicature, ſhould they 
perſiſt in their Refuſal; and would be proceeded 
againſt accordingly ; the Zeſuits did at laſt vouchſafe 
to appear by their Advocate before the Parliament. 
In this Proceſs the Univerſity and Parochial Ad- 
vocates, who were men of great Learning, Wiſ⸗ 
dom and Integrity, expoſed and proved their Im- 
poſtures, pernicious Schemes againſt the Peace and 
ſafety of the Kingdom, their horrid Immoralities, 
and the abominable Impietiesof the 7eſuzts; yet, their 
Friends found means to put off the Judgment of that 
ſupreme Court in the Caſe, till another Time; in 
hopes, by gaining Time, to catch at ſome favoura- 

ble opportunity to quaſh the Whole Proceedings. 
However, while this Aſſair was thus ſuſpended, 
their natural Bent to Intrigue and Murder would 
not permit them to deſiſt from freſh Attempts 
upon 


1} 
upon the Life of their Sovereign. Their Hopes 
terminating ultimately in the King's Death, nothing 
could deter them from accompliſhing the deteſtable 
Action. 


They accordingly procured a young Stripling 


named Jobn Caſtel, Son of a Draper in Paris, 
and about eighteen Years of Age, to undertake 
the Aſſaſſination of his Majeſty, who enter'd in the 
Crowd, which followed the King in his return from 
Piccardie into the Lonvre at Paris: and while his 
Majeſty, booted and ſpurred, was graciouſly pleaſed 
to ſtand and receive the Compliments of his great 


Lords attending, and to embrace his Couſins, the 


Regicide unnoticed advanced, and with a Knife 
ſtruck at the Body of the King, as he inclined 
towards the Lords, of Ragin and Montigni: but as 
his Majeſty ſtooped lower than the Aſſaſſin ex- 
pected, to raiſe up thoſe Lords kneeling at his 
Feer, the Blow fell upon his Face, and the Knife 
entering on the right {ide of his upper Lip, did no 
further damage than cut the Kings Lip and Gums, 
and brake out a Tooth. 

His Majeſty, not perceiving whence the Blow 
was ſtruck, cried out to ſecure the Aſſaſſin: who 
being ſeized by the Captain of the Guard in wait- 
ing, and confeſſing the whole Affair, and his Engage- 
ments, without the Torture, the King then deter- 
mined to let his Parliament take their own way 
againſt the Jeſuits, from whom this freſh Attempt 

ainſt his Life was plainly proved to proceed. 

Caſtel, the Aſſailin, was condemn'd by the Court 
of Parliament, as guilty of High Treaſon. Firſt, 
To ſtand in his Shirt only, betore the Gate of the 
Great Church in Paris, with a lighted wax Torch 
of two Pounds Weight in his Hand, and there on 
his Knees to contels, and diſtinctly acknowledge, 
that he maliciouſly uni} trutcroufly had intended to 


murder the King, and kid wounded his Majeſty 


in 
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in the Face: That he had been taught by the Je- 
ſuits to believe, and to maintain, the falſe and 
damnable Doctrine of its being lawful to kill 
Kings. And that the ſaid Fathers had alſo inſtilled 
into him an Opinion that Henay the Fourth, then 
reigning, was not, and could not be within the pale 


of the Church, untill the Pope ſhould approve of 
his Recantation and Reconciliation. 


Having perform'd this part of his Sentence ; the 


Parliament condemned him, to be conducted from 


thence to thg common Place of Execution, and 
there, after his Fleſh had been torn from his Arms 
and Thighs with red hot Pincers, that his right 
Hand, holding the Knife, wherewith he had endea- 
vour'd to kill the King, ſhould be cut off;. his 
Body then to be torn in Pieces by four Horſes; that 
thoſe Pieces ſhould be burnt to Aſhes, and the Aſhes 
thrown about in the Air, to be diſperſed by the Wind. 

This Sentence was attended by a Decree, which 
forbade al Perſons of what Rank and Degree, 
Condition or Quality ſoever, under pain of High 
Treaſon, to publiſh or ſay, either in Public or 
Private, that the King was not in the Church, 
untill he had the Pope's Approbation; and that it 
was lawful to ill Kings: which the Jefuits meant 


of Kings not approved on by the Pope: which 


Doctrises the ſaid Parliament declared to be ſcan- 
dalous, ſeditious, contrary to the Word of Gon, 
and condemned as heretical by the Canons and 
Decrees of the Church of CHRIST. 

It was further decreed and ordain'd, that the 
Prieſts and Scholars in the Jeſuits College of Cler- 
mont, and all others ſtiling themſelves Members of 
the Society of Jesus, were Corrupters of Youth ; 
diſturbers of the public Peace ; and Enemies to 
the King, and his Dominions ; that they, within 


three Days from the Publication of the ſaid Decree, 


ſhould 
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ſhould withdraw themſelves out of the Liber- 
ties of the City of Paris; and that ſuch as reſided 
in other Cities and Places ſhould wichdraw from 
their reſpective Colleges and Places of Habitation, 
within three Days after they ſhould have notice of 
this Decree; and that the whole Order of FJeſuits 
ſhonld vacate the Kingdom of France within fifteen 
Days, after the notify ing of the ſaid Decree, under 
penalty of being proſecuted as Criminals, and of 
ſuffering as in Caſes of High Treaſon, ſhould any of 
them be found after the Expiration of that Time. 

It was alſo ordain'd, that all their Eſtates, real 
and Perſonal, moveable and immoveable within the 
Dominions of France ſhould be confiſcated, and 
applied to charitable uſes, according to the Wiſ⸗ 
dom and Equity of his Majeſty, and his Council. 

It was further decreed, that it ſhould be deemed 
High Treaſon in any of his Majeſty's Subjects, to 
ſend Scholars out of the Kingdom to be inſtructed 
in any of the Colleges of the ſaid Society. 

This Decree and Sentence upon Fobn Caſtel, was 
executed on the 2gth of December (1594) the very 
Day on which we commemorate the Martyrdom of 
St. Thomas a Becket. 

During|the Impriſonment, of Caſtel the Parliament 
deputed certain of their Body, to viſit and ſearch 
for Papers, &c. in the Jeſuits College of Clermont: 
who ſeized there the Manuſcripts of Father John 
Guignard, one of their Society, wrote by him 

| ſince that general Pardon granted by the King to 
the Pariſiuns, and containing, amongſt other ſedi- 
tions, traiterous and treaſonable Diſcourſes, thoſe 
rticular Tenets. That HENRY She fourth, in order 
to make his Peace with God and Man, ought to 
abdicate the Crown and lead the reſt of his Lite in 
Penance and Mortification, in ſome Convent of 
Friars: that if he could not be depoſed without 
Force, 
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Force; and it ſhould be neceſſary that he ſhould 
ceaſe to live, they muſt take up Arms and kill 
him. That the Crown of France ought to be 
transferred from the Houſe of Bourbon to ſome 
other Family; and that James Clements's Murder 
of Henry III. was an heroic Action. See hereaſter, 
the Opinion of Pope Sixtus Quintus. 

The Court of Parliament being poſſcſſed of 
theſe Writings, commanded Guipnard to be 
brought before them: and his Zeal for the Ze/u- 
itical Doctrines imbibed from his Education, not 
ſuffering: him to retract them, but on the con- 
trary encouraging him to avow them all, he was 
condemned to perform the Amend honorable, with a 
Taper, as Caſtel did, in his Hand, and then to be 
hanged by the Neck till dead; which Sentence 
was executed on the ſeventh of January following. 

There are ſome other Particulars attending this 
Affair worthy of Attention; as not very foreign 
from the late Conduct of the Jeſuits in Portugal; 
and the Executions already paſt for the Conſpiracy 
abetted by them for murdering the King. 

The Parliament extended their Sentence upon 
the Father and Tutor of the Regicide Caſtel. The 
Father was condemned to pay 2000 Crowns ; and 
to be baniſhed the City of Paris. The Tutor was 
baniſhed for ever under Pain of Death. Beſides, 
the Father's Houſe was razed to the Ground, and 
a Pillar of Stone erected on the Scite thereof, con- 
taining an Inſcription to explain the Cauſe of its 
Erection, and of the Subverſion of the Houſe, 

They alſo revived the Memory, and reviewed 
the Proceſs of Peter Bar, mention'd before. In 
which they found that the ſaid Regicide had been 


ſeduced and prevailed upon by one Varada, an 


eminent Feſuit, to kill the King; whom he called 


a Tyrant. | 
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It likewiſe came out, upon the Trial of Caſte}, 
that the Jeſuits had made ſo ſure of accompliſhing 
the Death of the King, that they pretended to pro- 
phecy that his Death was near at hand: for two 
Switzers gave Evidence that, a few Days before 
the Murder was attempted by Caſtel, they fell in 
Company with two Jeſuits at Beſangon, who ſaid, 
that they were going to Rome, and had foretold 
that the King would be ſhortly killed or wounded, 
and that the Blow was expected, as a Stroke from 
Heaven. 


What follows may ſerve for a Caution to the 
King of Portugal. 

The Feſuits now baniſhed the Kingdom, and 
their Effects and Houſes forfeited to the Crown to 
be applied to charitable Uſes, were not left with- 
out Hopes of being reſtored to their former State. 
Tho? their Prieſts and Scholars were excluded the 


Kingdom, they had a Corps de Reſerve concealed 


from Juſtice, and ready to ſnatch at every Oppor- 
tunity or Accident, and to improve every Sparkle 
of Fear or Affection, that might diſcover itſelf 
in the Court or Country in their Favour; andeven 
to whiſper about Sarcaſms againſt their Perſecutors, 
and to inſinuate the Danger the King's Life till 
was in, from the Intrigues of a Body 50 powerful as 
their Society was grown, ſhould he perſiſt in a 
rigorous Execution of the Judgment of Parlia- 
ment paſſed upon them. | 
Theſe were of the Branch deſcribed before: Men 
and Women, not only their Devotees ; but fuch 
as they have always taken care to provide in great 
Numbers about every Court, under a Vow to pro- 
mote by all Means the Welfare of the Society. 
The Certainty of their overcoming the national 
Diſguſt, and of defeating the Intention of the Par- 
liament in a ſhort Time, appeared very ſoon. The 


Pope 
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Pope interpoeſd himſelf in their Favour; and there- 
by deterred the Clergy from ſeconding the Blow 
againſt the Teſuits ; and prevailed with the Catholic 
Princes to uſe their beſt Endeavours to reconcile 
Hex to the Society; under Pretence that the 
whole Body ought not to be puniſhed for the 
Crimes of a few Members, whoſe Judgment was 
erroneous, or Zeal miſtaken, or their Actions 


treaſonable. 


Such powerful Advocates were not long before 
they obtained the King's Permiſſion to rehear, and 
at length to reverſe the Decree againſt the Society 
f. Jesus. His principal Foible was Ambition. 
He was prone to any Act, that ſeem'd to promiſe 
him a peaceful Enjoyment of the Crown ; for 
which he had not ſcrupled to renounce his Faith. 
The Jeſuits knew this to be his weak Side: and 
therefore their Advocates conſtantly enlarged upon 
the Difficulties and Dangers his Majeſty would be 
obliged to walk in, from the Jeſuitical E miſſaries in 
his Dominions, and from their Intrigues and power- 
ful Intereſt in foreign Courts ; fo that his Crown 
and Life would be always at Stake, unleſs pre- 
vented by admitting *em into his Favour ; which 
could not fail of binding their Society by the ſtrict- 
eſt Ties of Gratitude to his Obedience. 

His Majeſty fell into the Snare : and the ſame 


. wounded Mouth, which a few Months before con- 


victed the Jeſuits of Treaſon and Parricide, re- 
called them to their former State; to the great 
Diſlike of his Parliament and all his Friends. And 
when a certain Nobleman ventured to remonſtrate 
to his Majeſty againſt an Edict, that reveried ſo 
Juſt a Decree of Parliament, as that given againſt 


le Society of Jesus, and added, that it would be 


attended with many bad Conſequences both to 
himſelf and his Subjects; the King replied ; By 
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4e the Belly of St. Gris, (which was his uſual Oath) 
* affure me then of my Life.” Thereby intimat- 
ing, what the Feſwitical Advocates were continu- 
ally buzzing to his Fears, that ſo long as the Je- 
ſuits remained in Exile, they would be continually 
contriving and fomenting Miſchief againſt him. 

This Dread of their Arts and Power prevailed; 
but was ſo far from proving his Safeguard, that it 
haſten'd his Ruin. 

The Feſuits were re-eſtabliſhed in their Houſes, 
Colleges and Eſtates. He even conſented, at the 
Petition of theſe Fathers, after their Return, to 
demoliſh the Pillar erected on the Scite of the Fa- 
ther of the Aſſaſſin's Houſe, whereon was in- 
ſcribed in golden Letters the Cauſe and Decree of 
the Baniſhment of their Society. 

However, this was not accepted by them in full 
Satisfaction of the Affront recti ved. Nothing but 
Blood could atone for the Blow ſtruck at the Fa- 
mily of Loyola. It was determined that Henzy 
ſhould die : It had been decreed by the General 
and his Aſſiſtants that it was neceſſary the King 
ſhould act live: and his Majeſty's Jaſt Favour, in 
demol:ſhing the Pillar, was but juſt granted, when 
the diabolical Ravaillac was, by their Inſtigation 
and Doctrine, as he himſelf confeſſed, when taken 
and convicted, prevailed with to ſtab his Majeſty 
twice in the Body with a Knife; of which Wounds 
he died within two Hours. Where then was the 
Safety of his Majeſty's Perſon, propoſed to be had 
in the Revocation of the Jeſurts? Yet this ſeems 
to be the Rod, with which they have kept all the 
Potentates, under whom they reſide, in awe, ever 
ſince. A Policy ill becoming a wiſe, powerful 
and juſt Prince; whoſe Safety reſts on the Affec- 


tions of his People and the Puniſhment of Evil- 


Doers, 
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Doers, without Reſpect to Perſons or Fear of 
offending. F | 

We have no particular Accounts of Princes 
murdered in the ſame Manner, by the Knife of a 
Jeſuit in Germany: but their Killing Projefs in that 
Country are ſufficiently laid open by Joan CamiL- 
TON, who was ſome time a Probationer, I think, at 
Prague, or at leaſt in that College of Jeſuits in 
Germany, of which Jacob del Rio was then Viſitor. 
He wrote this Account in Latin, entitled, De Stu- 
diis JaSUITARUM abſtruftoribus, i. e. Concerning the 
more ſecret or reſerved Practices of the Ixsu rs; and 
dedicated the fame to the Proteſtant Electors of 
Germany; with a View to ſave them from the 
imminent Danger they were expoſed to, ſhould 
they not take proper Meaſures to guard againſt the 
moſt iniquitous Projects, which were then hatch- 
ing againſt their particular States, by thoſe Incen- 
diaries of Chriſtendom. 

Amongſt other Particulars, Mr. Camilton in- 
forms, that theſe holy, ſelf-denying, peaceable, 
and peace-making Fathers, whoſe Inſtitution was 
confined to the ſpiritual State of Man, had, in his 
Time ſo deviated from the Temper of Jzsus and 
their own Rule, that he with Admiration beheld 
them collecting Magazines of Iron Bullets, Fire- 
balls, Ordnance, Muſkets, Harquebuſhes, Pikes, 


Halberts, and other Inſtruments of War and De- 


ſtruction ; which were concealed upon the Tops, 
within the Roofs, of their Churches, both at 

Prague, Cracovis, and other Places. | 
For, ſays he, the Courſes, which the Feſuits have 
heretofore, and do now take, every Day, are ſo 
indirect and ſeditious, that knowing their Order 
is become odious to the People in general; (for 
where the Pope's Will is to be executed, they ſpare 
not even Catholics themſelves ; they will betray 
I | ir 
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their Country, and fet the whole Chriſtian World 
in a Combuſtion) they are preparing to be able to 
reſiſt Force by Force, ſhould their ſecret Intrigues 
meet with unexpected Reſiſtance. Their Practices 
ſo much reſemble thoſe of the Knights Templars, 
whoſe Ambition and Covetouſneſs — them in- 
ſupportable; that they think it Time to join the 
Strength of the Sword to their Vows, to prevent 
their being rooted out in a Moment. Beſides, 
whenever they pleaſe, they have it in their Power 
to arm their Followers in favour of any Scheme, 


they have to carry into Execution againſt the State 


and Senſe of the People. 

Under theſe Churches theſe Sons of Poverty and 
Mercy have another Sort of Collection. Here 
they conceal their Treaſure ; and furniſh a ve 
ſtrange Library of Cords, Halters, Racks, Swords, 
Axes, Iron-Pincers, Stocks, Pillories, Torches, 
and ſeveral more Inſtruments of Torture, to tear 
thoſe poor Wretches Joint from Joint, - who have 
the Misfortune to incur the Diſpleaſure and fall 
into the Hands of theſe Tyrants, who exceed Me- 
zentins and Phalaris, in this Kind of Cruelty. 

With ſuch Inſtruments, as theſe, the Jeſuits re- 
duce their Diſciples to an abſolute implicit Obe- 
dience to the Dictates of their Society. For, once 

a Hint that any Novice is wavering, or 
intends to deſert them, or 1s likely to betray the 
Secrets of their Society, they clap him up in a 
Pair of Stocks, and there keep him till he is al- 
moſt ſtarved to Death with Hunger and Cold; 
deprived of all bodily Comfort ; and then they 
make an End of him 8 ſome exquiſite Tortures 
and killing Torments. Of which, Mr. Camilton 
gives two Examples within his own Knowledge. 

Then, ſays he, I will add ſome ſtrange and 
wonderful Devices of the Jeſuits, which they = 

wit 
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with all their Cunning and Might forging, to bring 
about an Innovation both in Church and State, 
throughout the whole Roman Empire. In which 
Scheme their chief Aim is to ſet the Princes of 
the Empire by the Ears, by ſtirring up jarring In- 
tereſts, and contriving to ſpirit up the Lutherans a- 
gainſt the Calviniſts, and teaching the Emperor to 
equivocate, and to avail himſelf of the Diſputes 
amongſt the Princes and free States under his Ju- 
riſdiction.— ls there not ground to ſuſpect the Je- 


ſuits, who are Confeſſors to the Emperor and Em- 


preſs, and to the King of France, &c. to be at the 
Bottom of the preſent Troubles in Germany, and 
even the Enemy that ſows Tares in the Dutch Aſ- 
ſemblies ? 

Then having recounted the Manner concerted 
to eſtrange the Affections of the Princes of the 
Empire from one another, in order to ſubdue 
them all to a Jeſuitical Power; my Author con- 
tinues ; *©* Theſe are the killing Projects of the 
« Feſuits, which I have beard from their own 
C Mouths ; beſides many ſuch that have eſcaped 
* my Memory. —Moreover, they have been tak- 
* ing Meaſures for ſending out into divers Parts 
© ſome bold Aſſaſſins, as well as Incendiaries, who 


« by Poiſon or by the Piſtol cut off their Oppo- 
& nents : Such Aſſaſſins, as ſhall be able to in- 


cc fect Diſhes, Plates, Saltſellers, Baſons, Kettles, 
„ Pots, and all Sorts of Utenſils and Veſſels for 
* common Ule ; in ſuch a Degree, that their Poi- 
* ſon ſhall have its Effect, tho' they ſhould be 
* ten Times waſhed and cleanſed.” 

How the Feſuitical Tribe has play'd their ſedi - 
tious, traiterous aud bloody Part in England; tho 
they never had any ſure Footing under that Do- 
minion, is well known to the Readers of our Hi- 
ſtory. Their Practices againſt the Life of Queen 


Elizabeth 
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Elzabetb, by thoſe Inſtruments of Rebellion and 
Parricide, Norfolk, Champion, Holt, Cullen, Wil- 
liams, Yorke, Parſons, Stukely, Saunders, Squires, 
Walpole and others, who contrived and attemp- 
ted to murder Queen Elizabeth in Favour of 
King Philip II. of Spain, were detected, de- 
feated, and made their Society anſwerable for 
many of thoſe penal Laws, which the State were 
obliged to have enacted againſt them for the Secu- 
rity of her Majeſty*s Perſon and Government; to 
the = Diſcredit of the Church of Rome, and an 
everlaſting Bar to all the Endeavours of the other 
Miſſionaries for bringing about a Reconciliation 
with the Church of England. 

Yet this could not deter them from aſpiring to 
the ſupreme Power over the Catholics in Britain, 
after the Acceſſion of King James I. to the Exgliſb 
Throne. The Pope indulged their Paſſion, and 
made a Feſuit the Arch - Prieſt or Superintendant 
of his Flock, both Laity and Clergy within the 
Dominions of England. 

How the Society conducted themſelves to their 
Brethren in the Church, and towards the King and 
his State, is moſt notorious. 

The Secular and Regular Clergy of their own 
Communion complained of them loudly. Nothing 
would content theſe new Maſters, but a total 
Rout of thoſe in Poſſeſſion of the Miſſion, and an 
entire Uſurpation upon the Conſciences of the 
Lay-Catholic : againſt which the Miſſionaries 
made ſtrong Remonſtrances at Rome, and did not 
refrain from ſeeking Redreſs, in ſome Meaſure, 
from the State at home, nor from publicly ex- 


poling their dangerous Doctrine and vile Practices 


in Print. 
As for their Conduct in regard to Civil Polity : 
their Bloody- Mindedaeſs appeared ſoon after their 


Exaltation, in that deteſtable Plot commonly 
named 
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named Pop isn, but more juſtly the Jzsv1T1car Con- 
ſbiracy to deſtroy the King, Lords and Commons, 
by blowing up the Parliament-Houſe with Gux- 
PowDER- 

A Plot, however countenanced and commended 
at Rome, allowed by all diſpaſſionate and unbiaſſed 
Men to exceed the Inventions of the moſt un- 
chriſtian, barbarous and ſavage Times and Na- 
dions. 

A Treaſon of ſuch Horror and monſtrous Na- 
ture, that the Tongue of Man had never related 
the like : the Ear of Man had never heard : the 
Heart of Man had never conceived ; nor the Ma- 
lice of the Devil or Man had ever practiſed. 

For, if the Murder of a Subject, be he never fo 
mean, is abominable : if to touch God's Anointed 
be to oppoſe ourſelves againſt God : How much 
more abominable and contrary to God muſt faith- 
ful Chriſtians look upon this Treaſon, which con- 
trived to murder, by a ſudden Exploſion of thirty 
Barrels and four Hogſheads of Gun-powder (ſecreted 
under the Parliament-Houſe) the King, Queen, 
Prince of Wales, the Lords Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral, and the Repreſentatives of the People aſſem- 
bled in Parliament ; and thereby to ſubvert the 
State and Government, and to bring in 2 foreign 
Power to enſlave the Nation. 

This was an Invention and Act of the Feſuits 
and their Diſciples, © favour the Politics of 
Spain, and in caſe ot Succeſs to get all the Church 
Revenues of rhoſe Kingdoms into their own Hands: 
for, notwithſtanding all the Artifice and Deception 
contrived and made uſe of by their Party to wipe 
off this foul Stain; I muſt acquieſce in the Evi- 
dences before me. 

We are firſt informed by Authority on the 


Trial of the ** that this Treaſon aroſe 
out 


[ 44 ] 
out of the dead Aſhes of former Treaſons: for it 
had three Roots, all planted and watered by the 
Jeſuits and their Devotees. 

The firit Root in England, in December and 
March, 1601, when Thomas Winter, was deputed 
by the Zefuits and their Faction in England, to Fa- 
ther Rector Creſfeell their chief Agent in Spain, and 
with his Aid, Council and Direction, to invite the 
King of Spain to invade England with a powerful 
Army. They, impatient of Delays, and ſpurr'd 
by Expectations of Succeſs upon Queen Eliza- 
beth's Death, ſent Chriſtopher [right allo upon the 
ſame trealonable Errand. 

The ſecond Root was in Flanders, in June follow- 
ing, where reſided one Father Rector Baldwin their 


chief Agent in that Province; who diſpatched Guy 


Faux from Bruſſels to ſecond the Negotiations of 
Winter and Wright in Spain. But, their Propoſals 
were abſolutely rejected, the King of Spain having 
reſolved to cultivate a good Underſtanding with 
the new King of England. 

This Alteration in the Conduct of Spain was 
ſo far from difcountenancing and deterring the 
Feſuits from their treaſonable Intentions, that it 
was now relſolyed to try their Abilities by a Peto- 
der Plot. 

Cateſby and Treſbam, are the foremoſt among the 
Laymen in this horrible Device. But it appeared 
upon the Trials, that both theſe and the reſt of 
the Lay-Conſpirators were ſeduced, abuſed, cor- 
rupted by the Zeſuits : and that Father Henry Gar- 
net, alias Walley, Provincia! of the Jeſuits in Eng- 
land; Father Creſwell and Father Baldwin, betore 
mentioned; Father Parſons, Rector of their Col- 
lege at Rome; and others of an inferior Station; 
as, Father Gerrard and Ofwald Treſmond alias Gree: - 
way; Father Hamond, and Hall, &. were the 

| prin- 
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principal Offenders or Seducers ; ufing the Reve- 
rence of Religion, and the moſt ſacred Name of 
Jesus as a Cloak to cover their Impiety, Blaſ- 
phemy, Treaſon and Rebellion. 

This impious Society were ſo far engaged in the 
Powder Plot, that ſome of em did not ſtick to ſay, 
that if it ſhould miſcarry, they were utterly un- 
done, and that it would overthrow the State of 
their whole Community. 

But what is not to be attempted by a People, 
who glory in the Murder of Kings: and who were 
ſo encouraged in ſuch Actions by the Court of 
Rome, that Pope SixTus QuinTus commended 
the Aſſaſſination of HENRY III. of France, as a 
<< rare, notable and memorable Act: as a Fact 
* not done without the ſpecial Providence and 
« Appointment of the great and good Gop, and 
the Suggeſtion and Aſſiſtance of his Holy Spi- 
© RIT: yea, as a far more meritorious Work 
«© than was the ſlaying of Holofernes by the holy. 
«<— 

TRrESMOND being queſtioned by Bates, the Ser- 
vant of Catesy, and employ'd in the Preparations 
for the blowing up of the Parliament, &c. con- 
cerning the Lawfulneſs of ſuch an Action, was not 
only encouraged thereto by this Jeſuit; but ſworn 
to perform all that his Maſter ſhould command 
towards carrying it into Execution ; and obliged, 
under the Seal of the Sacrament of the Euchariſt 
received from his Hands, to conceal whatever 
might be imparted unto him. | 

Hauoxp abſolved all the Traitors at Robert 
Winter's Houſe. And Catesby aſſured Rookewood, 
that Father Garnet, the Superior of the Ze/ui/s, had 
reſolved him that the Plot ought to be executed. 

A Plot to take away the Life of the Lord's 
Anointed: a King that was lawfully poſſeſſed ies 
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his Crown : the Life of the Queen, a Roman Ca- 
tholick, endowed with every amiable and reſpect- 
able Quality: the Lives of their royal male Iſſue, 
not of Years to be the Object of publick Hatred, 
and the future Hope, Joy, and Life of the State : 
and the Lives of the King's moſt honourable and 
wiſe Counſellors ; of all the true-hearted and wor- 
thy Nobility ; of all the reverend and learned Bi- 
ſhops, of all the grave Judges and Sages of the 
Law, and of the Flower of the whoie Realm, the 
| Knights, Gentlemen, Citizens and Burgeſſes, who 
repreſent the People in Parliament. 

O barbarous and more than Scythian or Thracian 


Cruelty! No Cloak of Sanctity can diſguiſe it; 


no Shadow of good Intention can extenuate the 


Crime; no Pretence to Religion can excuſe it. 


God and Heaven condemn it : Man and Earth de- 
teſt it: the very Conſpirators were aſhamed of it: 
the moſt abandon'd Wretches and Enemies of the 
State exclaimed againſt it, and the Souls of all 
true Chriſtian Subjects abhor it. | 

This was the Plot concealed upon Oath admi- 
niſtred by the Fefuits in this Form: You ſhall ſwear 
by the bleſſed Trinity and by the Sacrament you now 


purpoſe ts receive, never to diſcloſe diretily nor inairetily | 
by Ward or Circumſtance, the Matter that fhall be 


propoſed to you to keep ſecret, ner deſiſt from the Exe- 
cuticn thereof, until the reft ſhall give you leave. 

But he that knoweth the S-crets of all Hearts, 
and bringeth to nought the Inſurrections of Evil 
doers, would not permit ſo horrid a Treaſon to 
take place. The Plot was diſcovered in a myſte- 
rious Manner by an anonymous Letter; the Blow 
was prevented, and the Conſpirators ſeized, con- 
victed, condemned and executed: amongſt whom 
was Father Carnet; who was hanged at the weſt 
End of St, Paul's Church, in Londen, and there 

acknow- 
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acknowledged the Heinouſneſs of his Crime, and 
adviſed all Catholicks never to be concerned in fo 
horrid and cruel a Wickedneſs. + 
Yet both this Provincial, and the others executed 
for the ſame Crime, are beatified by. their Bre- 


thren throughout the World, as Martyrs for the 
Faith and Doctrine of their Society: which is the 
greateſt Sanction of ſuch Abominations, and ſtand- 
ing Memorials of their Doctrines and ſtrong En- 
couragements for Deſperadoes and Enthuſiaſts to 
undertake the like murderous Atchievements in 
favour of ſome future. Feſuitical Project. 

Thus we find, upon good Authorities, that the 
Spirit of the Jeſuitical Faction was not broken by 
the Diſgrace of this abortive Powder Plot. For, 
in the next Reign they had fo contrived Matters, 
that, without appearing at all in the Effects of 
their Devices, the Proteſtants themſelves ſhould do 
the Work of their Society ; cut off the King, ba- 
niſh his Family, and deſtroy the national Conſti- 
tution in Church and State. 

By this Time the Court of Rome was become 
entirely Jeſuitical: his Holineſs was reſolutely bent 
upon an univerſal Reformation of the Kingdoms 
of England and Scotland; and for this End there 
was conſtituted a Society at Rome, by the Name 
of the Congregation for propagating the Faith, con- 
trived by the Jeſuits, and to be ſubject to the 
Pope, as their Head; and to be managed by Car- 
dinal Barbarino, as his Deputy, a Creature of 
the Jeſuits, and by Cuneus, the Pope's Legate re- 
ſiding at the Queen's Court in England, a ſtrenuous 
Advocate alſo for ihe Society of Jesus, and an 
Abettor of all their Proceedings. 5 

The Jefuits having got this Footing at Court and 
ſettled their Correſpondence, and ſecured the 
Approbation of their Practices at Rome, 

the 
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the whole Number of their Adherents, within theſe 
Kingdoms, into certain regular Meetings, for ob- 
taining ſecret Intelligence, and eſtabliſhed one prin- 
cipal or general Council or Conſiſtory in Wales, 
to conſider, contrive and direct what might be 
done for throwing both Nations into Convulſions 
in Church and State. 

By the Intereſt of the Legate in the Queen's 
Court, many of theſe Aſſociates were promoted to 
Places of Truſt and Profit, both under the Go- 
vernment and in the Church in every County, 
City, and in other Places of Note : nor was the 
Army, Parliament and Miniſtry exempt from 
their Spies and Adherents. 

Matters being thus ripe for Action, and the 
Parties of the Jeſuitical Faction ſtrongly cemented 
by an Oath of Secreſy to obey the Inſtructions and 
Commands of their Superiors ; it was reſolved to 
ſtrike the inviſible Blow, which ſhould take off 
the Head both of the Archbiſhop of Canterbury and 
the Kinc's, and ſhock the whole Realm with 
Convulſions. 

The bloody Scene open'd with Troubles, raiſed 
by them, in North Britain : and the whole Con- 
federacy, which had its Effect in the Blood of 
the ſe Heads of the Church and State, and the De- 
ſtruction of cur political and eccleſiaſtical Conſti- 
tution, was detected and ſufficiently deſcribed to 
King CrarLEs and Archbiſhop Laup, in the 
Autumn of the Year 1640, by one, who was ap- 

inted an Aſſiſtant to Caneus; whoſe Conſcience 
would not ſuffer him to conceal fo horrid a Treaſon, 
and whoſe Information was given to Sir WILLIAM 
BoswELL, his Majeſty's Reſident at the Hacve, 
which among other ParticuJars contain'd, 


That the Informant had been born and bred a 


Papiſt, and had enjoy'd f-veral eccleſiaſtical Dig- 
nities. Tha:

- 
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That he had been made privy to a Conſpiracy 
for the Subverſion of the Realm and State both of 


England and Scotland, and for dethroning of his 
Majeſty. | 

That not only this, but all thoſe Factions by 
which all Chriſtendom is ſhaken, at that time, did 
ariſe from the Feſuitical Offspring of Cham, who, 
for the Promotion of their Deſigns, had divided 
themſelves into four Claſſes. 

The fr/# is confined to Ecclefiaſtics, whoſe Office 
is to take care of ſuch Things as ſerve to promote 
Religion. 

The ſecond confiſts of Politicians, whoſe Office is, 
by any Means, to ſhake, trouble, and reform, and 
bring about Revolutions in the State of Kingdoms 
and Republicks. 

The third is compoſed of Laymen, whoſe pecu- 
liar Province is to obtrude themſelves into Places 
or Offices near the Perſons of Kings and Princes; 
to inſinuate and mix themſelves in judicial Pro- 
ceſſes, Bargains and Sales, and to puſh their Noſes 
into civil Affairs. 

The fourth Claſs is made up of Infermers or Spies: 


and they are Men of an inferior Condition, who 


ſubmit themſelves to be the Servants of great Men, 
Princes, Barons, Noblemen and Citizens, well in- 
ſtituted in all the Arts of Deceit and Corruption, 
to poiſon and miſguide the Minds of their Maſters, 
and to ſupply their Brethren with the moſt ſecret 
Tranſactions in every Court, Palace and Family, 
The Informant then proceeds, and declares fur- 
ther, that there were no leſs than fifty Feſuits com- 
bined in this Iniquity in London : who every Week 
communicated their collective Intelligence to the 
Pope's Legate, the chief Patron of the Society in 
the Queen's Court; who preſumed fo far on his own 
Authority and the royal Favour, that he dared to 
5 


attack 
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attack the chief Men of the Kingdom, and left 
nothing unattempted in order to corrupt them all 
to favour the Jeſuitical Faction. 

By this Means the Place of of State 
was filled by Windebank, one of their Partizans : 
and Mr. Secretary Cot was diſcharged from his 
Office, becauſe he could not be gain'd over by the 
Partizans of the Conſpiracy. 

The Execution at Weſtminſter, occaſioned by 
ſome purilanical Writings, was improved by theſe 
Jeſiits to fer fire to thoſe Coals, they had ſpread 
over the Nation : The Puritans were made the 
Cats-Paw, and provok<d to ſeek Revenge for the 
Indignities offered to their Profeſſion by the Church 
of England. Theſe Embers were blown up by the 
Diſputes ventilated by the Emiſſaries of the Feſuits 
about the Uſe of the Common- Prayer Book. 

The next Step, ſays he, was to employ the In- 
tereſt of certain Scotch Earls, their Correſpondents, 
to ſtir the People beyond the Tweed to Commo- 
tion, and by reminding them of paſt Affronts and 
Injuries, to enflave their Minds, and to engage 
them in a Covenant to purſue their Sovereign with 
their Arms, till Death. 

Many of the Engliſh Lords and Gentlemen were 
detuded by their Artifices to join the Scots: in 
Hopes either to compel the King to ſeek their 


Aſſiſtance againſt his rebellious Subjects; and, on 


that Condition, to extort from him {ſuch Conceſ- 
fions, as might put them in Poſſeſſion of his royal 


Perſon and his Dominions : or, if that could not 


be effected, to diſpatch him by Poiſon, kept in an 
Indian Nut, for that Purpoſe, by the ſame Cuneus. 
They found Means to have an Aſſociate amongſt 
the King's Chaplains : for that ſame Chaplain, de- 
puted by his Majeſty to compoſe the Troubles and 


to mitigate the Animoſities of the Scotch Nation, 
betrayed 
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betrayed the whole Commiſſion and Negociation 
to the ſame Cuneus. 
Things being brought to this Height, Mr. Tho- 
mas Chamberlain, a Scotch Feſuit, and Almoner to 


Cardinal Richlieu, was ſent from his Eminence to 
forward the Jeſuitical Scheme; (that Stateſman 
foreſeeing that the Diſtractions and Anarchy in 
Britain was the readieſt Way to aggrandize the 
French Nation;) and one Sir Toby Matthews, a 
Prieſt of the Society of Jesus, was diſpatched from 
Rome, as chief Manager in the Execution of this 
execrable Deſign, 

This Marrugws was of the Claſs of Politicians. 
A Man, ſays the Informant, ſo vigilant over the 
chief Men, that he ſeldom ſlept more than an 
Hour or two, and that always in his Chair. One 
that was continually planning his Machinations, 
both Day and Night. A Man that was ready to 
to attempt any Thing, and the Plague of the 
King and Kingdom : a moſt impudent Fellow, 
puſhes his Noſe into Companies and Entertain- 
ments, Meetings and Feaſts, without being aſk'd : 
never quiet, always in Action, and in a 
Motion : he broaches a Diſcourſe that he may fiſh 
out the Opinions of the Unguarded, and from 
theſe Practices he gathers ſuch Intelligences, as 
ſeem moſt to deſerve the Attention af his confede- 
rate Society. 

He further informeth, that the Society which 
had conſpired to take away the Life of the King 
and of the Archbiſhop, did meet, in great Num- 
bers, on Fridays, or oftner, in the Houſe of one 
Captain Read, a Scot, and Secular Jeſuit, near the 
Angel- Tavern, in Long- Acre, and a Penſioner at 
Court. The Conſpirators, at theſe Meetings re- 
porting all they could collect abroad, and deliver- 

| H ing 
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ing the whole to T! oby Matthews, or to Captain 
Read, to be forwarded in a Packet to Rome. 

- Beſilles the foreſaid Places of Meeting, ſays he, 
there are ſeveral Conventicles kept ſo ſecret, that 
dne knows not where the other meets; to prevent 
2 Surprize and Diſcovery. For, they are ſum- 
-mohed to meet at certain Inns, without knowing 


who they are, that are called on the Occaſion ; 


and from theſe Inns they are conducted by their 

Spies to the proper Place for Buſineſs. 

'- Amongſt the Conſpirators he particularly men- 
tions the Earl and Counteſs of Arundel, as truſty 
and zealous Spies at Court, coptinually informing 
the Legate af every Word and Action. they could 
catch : and one Mr. Porter, of the King's Bed- 
chamber, nothing inferior to the Chants of Toby 
Matthews, and a Patron of the Jeſuits : Secretary 
Nindebant, who' corrupted by Bribes, betrays, 
fays he, the King's Councils and greateſt Secrets, 
And directeth the Manner how the Society may 
beſt advance their own Deſigns. 

Then, he continues; Sir "Digby, Sir Winter, Sir 
Mcrntague the younger, Lord Sterling, the Counteſs 
of Neuport, the Dutcheſs of Buckingham, and many 
more, ſworn into this Conſpiracy, are all very di- 
ligent in the Work, in Hopes of ſharing in the 
Spoil of the Government and Church. And this 
Informant concludes with this moſt extraordinary 
'Anerdote. 7 5 

The Preſident of the aforeſaid Society was Lord 
Gage, a Feſuit Prieſt ; whoſe Palace was adorned 
with laſcivious Pictures; which Prophaneneſs was 
deſigned to cover from the Eyes of the curious 
Tnſpetor, the true Intention of their Meetings. 

Thus we can juſtly charge the Jeſuits with all 
thoſe Factions and F ractions in che. Church ang 
Seare ; the Dilturbances znd Diſcontents between 
| the 
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Prince and People, the Diviſions and Hoſtilities 
between the King and his Parliament, which brought 
the Impriſonment and Murder of the King, the. 
Abolition of Monarchy, and the U ſurpations that 


_ enſued till che Reſtoration of Charles the ſecond. 


They had tried every means to carry their Point, 
ever ſince the firſt attempt upon the Life of Queen 
EL'zaBzTH to recommend their Society to S1x+ 
Tus QuinTus. But not being able to break in at 
the fore-door, they now ſtrove to break in back- 
wards by help of their Journeymen the Phanatics: 
expecting more ſueceſs by fiſhing in waters, diſ- 
turbed by ſuch Engines, whom they look'd upon as 
a giddy headed Rabble, without either Principles or 
Foreſight, and fit for any Impreſſion, but the right; 
at the ſame time pluming themſelves on the Afſi- 
ſtance of Knaves and Deſperadoes, who for the ſake 
of ſharing in the Plunder are always ready to join 
in the ſubverſion of a Government; and by thoſe 
effeminate Spirits, which make up the Body in 
moſt Countries, are drowned in their own Fancies, 
and are drawn to conſpire in any Wickedneſs by 
the ſpiritual Debauchery of thoſe Creepers into i- 
dows Houſes. | 
The End fo far anſwered the Jeſuitical Defign. 
The Archbiſhop was impriſon'd and publicly. exe- 
cuted for his faithful and ſteady Adherence to his 
Sovereign. The King was beheaded, becauſe he 
would not conſent to the Abolition of Epiſcopacy, 
and give up his Prerogative. The Royal Family 
were excluded from the Thone, and a Protector 
inveſted with a Power of a King to favour the In- 
tereſt of France, (which common Prudence might 
have known ought to have been kept in awe by tlie 
Spaniſh Monarchy ;) for no other End than wich 
hopes of finding an opportunity to obtain an ex- 
cluſive Privilege for the Settlement of their Order 
H 2 in 
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in Britain under the Guarantee of the French Crown, 
with whom they had gone Hand in Hand, from 
the Day that King Charles was ſo miſtaken as to 
marry a Daughter of France. 

How all their golden Dreams were diſperſed and 
made void by the happy Reſtoration I need not relate. 
But to ſhew that all the diſcouragement imaginable 
is not able to hinder them from making their Ar- 
tempts, we find the Jeſuitical Spirit haunting the 
Court of King CHARLES II. and that it was reſolved 
to kill the King. For which their Provincial 
IWhitebread, and their Rector at London Father Har- 
court, and other Jeſuits, were apprehended, tried, 
condemn'd and executed. 

It is true theſe Detections and Executions put a 
ſtop for a while to the progreſs of their Intrigues 

king-killing Councils, but his Majeſty at laſt 
died in a manner that gave ſhrew'd Suſpicions of his 
being poiſon*d by their Emiſſaries. 

Burt to prove that this Society have not ſpared 
any Nation, I need only refer you to their Practices 
at Vilna in Lithuania and Thorn in Poland, where 
they prompted and join'd in the Maſſacre of inno- 
cent Blood for the fake of extending their Power. 
And to their Proceedings in the Weſt Indies ſet 
forth by Mendoza Biſhop of Angelopolis, ina Letter 
to Pope Innocent X. dated January 8, 1649, and by 
Cardenas Biſhop of Paraguay, preſented about the 
ſame time to the King of Spain, in which the Iuſo- 
lence, Ambition and Wickedneſs of the Feſuits are 
fo deſcribed, that their Practices in thoſe parts of 
the new World could ſcarce meet with Credit were 
they not atteſted upon the Authority of thoſe pub- 
lic Acts. For, it is there declared, that thoſe Apoſ- 


tolic Miſſionaries of the Society of Jzsus, whoſe 


original Charter was obtain'd upon the ſole Condi- 
tions of Preaching to the Heathen, and Inſtructing 
the 
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the Ignorant, made Traffic their principal Care; and 
to accompliſh their worldly Projects, made uſe of 
Pagans to ſhed Chriſtian Blood, endeavour'd to 
Murder their Biſhop, and ſtuck at nothing, which 
could be deviſed for enriching themſelves, and 
erecting a peculiar Dominion upon the Ruins of 
both the Church and State in thoſe diſtant Settle- 


ments: ſo early did theſe ſpiritual Directors lay the 


Foundation of thoſe Uſurpations in Brazil and Pa- 
raguay, as have, at length, brought upon them 
the Reſentment of his Portugueze Majeſty, the So- 
vereign of thoſe Provinces; and in Defence of 
which the preſent Generation of Feſuits have fo 
lately revived the Doctrine of King-&:lling, and raiſed 
up a Conſpiracy to take away his Faithful Majeſty's 
Life, as related in the beginning of this Epiſtle. 
Vet, what is there in this Conſpiracy, or indeed 
in all their Intrigues and Practices I have related, 
to be wonder'd at, when upon a Review of their 
peculiar Doctrines or Tenets, it will be found that 
a Jeſuit is an Omnis Homo, cut out for all forts of 
Work, with a Conſcience, that ſticks at nothing, 
be it ever ſo immoral, prophane and inbuman 
where their grand Principle of Intereſt is to be pro- 
moted. |

Mor ina, their great Doctor, ſays, ** That i it is

This ſame Coropheus in Jeſuitical Doctrine and 


Father of their Schola Media, in his I reatiſe de 
Juſtitia et Fure, ſtretches the point ſo far as to fay, 
% Tf a Man ſuſpefts any one to be ready to inform 
f* againſt him toa M 


agiſtrate in an Affair that 
4 ſhall endanger his Life or Goods, he (the Crimi- 
© nal) may /awfulfully kill the Accuſer.“ 

EscoBar adds, “ that it is lawful to ill ever 


«© one that does us wrong, or that offends us, tho* 


«© we be aſſured that the Perſon dying by our Hands 


„% or Means ſhall be in a State of Damnation, which 


Right, we read in Amicus de Tujtititia & Jure, 


« js not confin'd to private Injuries and Offences 


but the Son may kill the Father, the Father his 


4 Son, and the Subject his King. 


I could enlarge much under this Head : But 


ſhall only remark, that by the Jeſuitical Divinity, 


I will prove, it call*d upon, that we may not on! 


kill an Enemy, but the moſt innocent and guiltleis 


Perſon for private Advantage, without excepting 
either F a Mother, the Infant, or the Lords 


anointed, 
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anointed, and that it is lawful! fora Cnrrsrian to 
challenge into the Field, publickly aſſaſſmate, kill by 
ze, or cauſe to die in ſecret, either by Pai/on or 
otherwiſe, for the preſervation of Life, Honour, or 
Goods, and even for ſuch a trifle as an Apple, with- 
out committing the leaſt Crime before Gop. 

So that the Tzxacepy, which we have ſo lately 
ſeen, with the Jes1uTs in the Drammate Perſonarum ; 
where the KinG was to be aſſaſſinated, and the 
Kingdom tranferr'd for tbeir uſe to the Duke of 
Avzixo and the other Confpirators, is no more 
than a Specimen of their original Doctrine and 
Pa acTices; and muſt convince every diſintereſted 
Perſon, that the Feſuits are a moſt Pernicious, De- 
ſperate and Dangerous Society; that, while they 
have any worldly Intereſt to ſupport, any Injury 
or Afﬀront, real or imaginary, to revenge, or any 
obſtacle to their Ambition and worldly Mindedneſs to 
remove, they will neither fear Gop nor Man; nor 
pay any Reſpect to their Superiors, nor ſcruple to 
employ the worſt of Agents in the Execution of 
their moſt abominable Devices. 

Talk to a Jeſuit about their b/oody Doctrines, In- 
trigues and Actions, he will join with you in their 
Condemnation, decry the Latitudinarian Caſuiſtry 

of the Divines abovemention'd, and ſhudder at the 
Relation of the .direful Effects of thoſe Councils, 
which have murder'd Kings, overthrown King- 
doms, and proſtituted Religion to the Service of 
the Devil : But ſhould he fincerely deteſt theſe 
Abominations, certainly his Sincerity can be allow*d 
only in his private Opinion. For, tho? fingly the 
Members of this Society may expreſs their diſlike ; 
it is very certain they are all Rogues and Murderers 
when they meet in Conſultation about Ways and 
Means to extend their Power, to fill their Coffers, to 
cover their Faults, Encroachments and U ſurpations, 
a to 
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to prevent their Diſgrace and Puniſhment, or to 
revenge an Affront. 

Is it not moſt notorious that the intended Aſſaſſi - 
nation of his Portugueze Majeſty was a true Exem- 
plication of the Jeſuitical Spirit, and a Proof that it 
is as wicked, and as daring,-as it ever was, on any 
Occaſion, or in any Nation. 

Don't we fee in this execrable Fact how cloſely 
thefe Jeſuits purſue the Schemes of thoſe Holy Fa- 
thers, who in other Countries were hanged for 
exciting Sglitions in the States where they dwelt. 
They that labour'd inceflantly to inflame the Em- 
pire and to fow Diviſions amongſt the Soverei 
Powers and amongſt their particular Subjects: I hey 
that fomented the Factions, raiſed the troubles and 
of Eng- 
land: They, who began the Revolt in Paraguay 
and in other Parts of the Pertugueze America: 
They who admit a Man to revenge an Affront with 
Murder, by Violence, Poiſon, or other ſecret Arts: 
They who abſolved Regicides, taught it lawful to ac- 
compliſh the Life of KN s, and retain*d ſuch Aſſaſ- 
ſins by an Oath of Secrecy, and Promiſes of great 
Rewards both in this Life and of Glory hereafter, 
for ſuch inhuman, anti- chriftian Actions : They 
who pretended to ſuper-natural Inſpiration for per- 
petrating ſuch wickedneſſes; covered the enormity 
of tneir Crime by ſpiritual Exerciſes, and pre- 
tended to prophecy the Death of their Sovereign, 
the Object of their hatred. 

And in fine, they are the very Spawn of that 
wicked race, who could never bear a Superior, 
never be at Reſt till they got a ſhare in the Con- 
ſciences of Sovereign Powers, and in the Manage- 
ment of their Councils: who in Germany fill'd the 
Roofs of their Churches with Arms, and their 
Vaults with Inftruments of Torture: who in Li- 

I thuania 
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thuania and Poland adviſed and aſſiſted in the 
Maſſacre at Vilna and Thorn: Who in England em- 
ploy'd ſo many Diſciples to poiſon and murder 
Queen Elizabeth, to blow up the three Eſtates of 
the Kingdom and Royal Family by Gunpowder: 
Who contrived the, Deaths of Biſhops, Cardinals 
and Popes; and* who, in defiance of all ties of 
Duty, Humanity and Gratitude procured the Mur- 
der of the King of France, that very King, who 
had not only pardon'd them for ſpiriting Rebellion 
againſt him and attempting his Lig; but had 
reſtor'd them to their Houſes, Eſtates and Ho- 


nours, of which the Parliament had juſtly de- 


prived them. 
What was their ultimate view in the late Conſpi- 
racy, only thoſe dark Cells where their iniquitous 


Cabals were kept, can diſcloſe with any preciſeneſs: 


But nothing could be more bloody than their Coun- 
£1ls on the Occaſion; if it he fair to judge from what 
pe. 
By the Confeſſion of the Conſpirators, drawn 
into their Plot by their ſpiritual Exerciſes, nothin 
appears, but a perſonal Enmity and Hatred of the 
King, and a Reſolution to murder him, and to 
Place the Government in other Hands. But the 
Preparations of Arms, Sc. found in their religious 
ouſcs of St. Rocque, St. Antas and the Catoria 
lead us to ſume other Proſpect. They might ſooth 
the Paſlions of Avzino and the reſt of his fellow 
Sufferers with hopes of a Crown and Dignities ; to 
ſecure proper Lay-agents for executing ſo horrid a 
Conſpiracy ; but the Jeſuits were putting them- 
Telves into a Capacity, if the new Governors 
ſhould not af for, or prove refractory to the 
Intereſt of / eir Society, to compel the Traitors and 
Uſurpers themſelves ro ſubmit to their Dictates by 
dorct of Arms; or in caſe of a greater Oppoſition 
ark f I 3 
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than expected in the Revolution, the Hory Fa- 
THERS were ready to aſſiſt with a military force in 
the Maſſacre of ſuch, as dared to reſiſt their Uſur- 
pation upon the Throne. And, there's not the leaſt 
doubt but, if they had carried their point in Por- 
tugal, their Power would have proved as dangerous, 
as was dreaded from the Conduct of the Knights 
Templars. 

This, Sir! is a true Narrative of the Doctrines 
and Practices of the Society of Jesvs from its firſt 
Inſtitution ; and that Mirror in which you are to 
diſcover the Iniquity of their preſent rebellious 
and murdering Conduct in the Portugueze Domi- 
nions: where they have abuſed the Favours of the 


* Crown and the Courtiers, and the Confidence and 


Credit they had, by various Artifices and their 
Pſeudo-ſpiritual Exerciſes, obtain'd amongſt all 
Ranks of People. By which their Power was 
arrived to ſuch a height, that it could not be ex- 
ceeded only by Sovereign Authority ; when the 
preſent reigning Kine aſcended the Throne. 

How they have conducted themſelves fince that 
Time, their Rebellion and Uſurpation of royal Pre- 
rogative and Power, within ſeveral Parts of his Por- 
tugueze Majeſty's Dominions, will ſhew ; did bring 
them into Diſgrace at Court ; and convicted them 
of high Treaſon againſt his Majeſty's Perſon and 
Government. 

Nevertheleſs, ſuch is the Infatuation of this 
Court, or rather the unwillingneſs to proceed with 
the utmoſt rigour of Law againſt a whole Body of 
Eccleſiaſtics, that it was retolved not to make the 
Feſuits in Portugal Parties in the Brafillian Ulur- 

ations and Rebellions, and only, by way of Cau- 
tion, to diſmiſs them from the Office of Confeſſors 
to the Royal Family, to prevent any matter of 


State in the meaſures taken againſt their Brethren 
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in America, from perſpiring thro? the Breath at a 
Confeſſion Seat. | 

This Indignity, as they ſtiled it, put upon their 
whole Order, was not to be ſtifled. If they were 
to be excluded the Confidence, and from conteſſing 
of the King and his Family, they were deter- 
mined to have a RING more in their Intereſt and 
flexible to their Directions. In a word the Death of 
the Kinc, in their Councils, was made a neceſſary 
Condition of their own ſafety, and conſequently 
allow'd to be juſt, and meritorious in any Perſon, 
that ſhould undertake the execrable Act of taking 
away his Life. 

The Work was to be treated with great Delicacy. 


The Tragedy was ſo ſhocking in their own view, 


that it was foreſeen impracticable to inculcate its 
Innocence and Juſtice to any but weak, diſcon- 
tented, and enthuſiaſtic Subjects; it was judged 
neceſſary, even then, to forge a Commiſſion 
from Heaven, to ſanctify Treaſon and Parricide. 

The firſt Scene of this Tragedy was open'd by a 
pretended Sa ix r, an [alan Impoſture, delegated, 
(as it ſhrewdly appears from various Circumſtances) 
by the GrNERAL of their Order to countenance 
the Impiety; to carry it on without given Umbrage 
to the State; to confirm the wavering and doubt- 
tul, and to extort from the deceived Conſpirators 
an Oath of ſecrecy, /us fizillo Euchariſtie, much in 
the form of that Oath adminiſtred to the Conſpi- 
rators in the Gunpowder plot. 

The next Scene was employ'd in all the Arts of 
Caballing againſt the Government, ſpiriting up a 
hatred to the King and his Family, and making a 
choice Collection of the moſt ambitious, power- 
ful, bigoted, diſcontented and deſperate Aſſoci- 
ates. 


In 
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In which it appears, by Authority, the Liſbenian 
Jeſuits Conſpirators were aſſiſted by their diffuſive 
Brethren; who in every Nation, were employ'd to 
improve and ſeek Opportunities to alienate the 
Minds of Foreign Powers from his Portugueze 
Majefty ; to miſrepreſent his juſt Croceedings againſt 
their Society on Account of tacir Uſurpations on 
the Contirent of Brazil and Paraguay, and to ſecure 
the Protection of the Court of Rcme in particular, 
and of Spain and other Catholic States in general, 
in caſe of a Miſcarriage in their intended Revolu- 
tion within the Partugueze Dominions. :a the 
mean Time the moſt ambitious amongſt the Por- 
tugueze Nobility were tempted by the offer of a 
Crown, the moſt diſcontented with an Opportunity 
of glutting their Vengeance, the moſt devout with 
extaſtic Deluſions in ſpiritual Lxerciſes, and the moſt 
abandon'd were prevail'd with to take away the 
Kixe's Life. In which Courſe of their Intrigues 
and Plottings, you have an exact Exemplification of 
the FJeſuitical Faction, Aſſembles and Correſpon- 
dence tor overturning Monarchy, and the Conſti- 
tution and Royal Family in England under King 
Charles I. 

The uncertainty of Events, propoſed by ſuch 
Councils, was too well conſider'd by theſe Mafters 
in Politicks ;, and the Neceſſity of being well pro- 
vided with Arms was too obvious, tur the JesurTs 
to neglect this laſt Reſort. I heir ſixteen thouſand 
Firelocks and other military Proviſions within the 
Sanctuary of their own Convents, not to mention 
the ſeparate Stores of Arms and Ammunition found 
in the Poſſeſſion of their lay Aſſociates, ſhew 
that they were determined, in caſe of a Diſco- 
very, to ſupport their Treaſon with open Re- 

ion. | 


Theſe 
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Theſe Preparations ſecured, the grand point to 
be conlicler*d before the bloody ſtroke ſhould be 
ſtruck, was to prepare alſo the Minds of the inno- 
cent and loyal Subjects for a quiet Submiſſion to 
the Chang- intended, and not to be ſurprized at the 
Kix d's ſudden Death, could it be effected. For 
this End a lying Spirit of Prophecy was diffuſed all 
over the Portugueze Dominions that the KING their 
Sovereign could not live beyond the Month of Sep- 
tember 1758; and where it wasthought they might 
ſpeak with ſafety, it was further aſſured, that his 
Majeſty would be cut off from the Earth by 4 
miraculous ftroke from Heaven, to puniſh him fot 
his Conduct towards the Society of IEsus: and where 
this prophane Burleſque of Religion was too groſs 
to expect Credit, a plauſible Story of an illicit 
Amour was prepared to be thrown into the Ears of 
the Public, at the Inſtant that the KIx Gs Death 
ſhould be known; to which all the Feſuitical Emiſ- 
ſarics perſiſt in aſcribing the Action, that happened 
to his Majeſty, when he was wounded on the third 
of September laſt. How far theſe Circumſtances 
revive the Memory of the JesviTs Tranſa:ons 
againſt King Henry IV. of France is very ma- 
niteſt. | 

The manner of its Execution, and the miſcarriage 
of their Plot are ſo public that there is no need of 
my being more circumſtantial in thoſe Particulars. 
The Kix has eſcaped their Hands: It was the 
Lord's doing, and it is marvellous in our Eyes; who 
was his Shield and Buckler, when the Arrows of 
the wicked were diſcharged in the Dark againſt 
him; and who not only gave him Strength and 
Courage, bur Wiſdom to defeat their Councils laid 
in Blood. 

A profound ſilence at Court, an affected Igno- 
rance of their Plot, and a regarllets ane; og 
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the KING himſelf, towards making a Diſcovery of 


the Aſſaſſins, were interpreted by the Conſpirators, 
as ſure Tokens of Security, and of the Impoſſibility 
of his coming at the Knowledge of their Councils, 
or of the Authors of their Proceedings. Thus we ſee 
their Recourſe to Force and Arms alſo defeated, 
by the ſame good Providence that ſaved his Ma- 
jeſty's Life. Had his Majeſty precipitately fix*d 
the Crime of Parricide, where it was deſerved, 
before he had garbled his Army, and fecured his 
Capital and Perſon, and taken every other pruden- 
tial and political Step to meet Danger, from what 
quarter ſoever it might come, and to put himſelf 
in a Capacity to arreſt and puniſh the Criminals, 
then he would have expoſed not only his royal 
Perſon and Family, his Crown and Eftates, but 
his moſt faithful Subjects to Fire and Sword, Racks 
and Impriſonment. Every one muſt have expected 
to be involved in the common Ruin, who could 
not join in the Jeſuitical Revolution of the State. 
Bur they are fallen into the Snare they ſpread 
for the Innocent, and into the Pit, they dug for 
the loyal and good Subject. His Majeſty's ſilence 
has brought the Conſpiracy to Light, and the Gop 
that bleſſed the means of his Recovery and reſtor'd 
his Health and Sanity for the good of his Sub- 
jects, has given the AuTnoRs, as well as AGENTS, 
in that Helliſb Work into his Hands, in almoſt as 
miraculous a Manner, as he had prevented the ſub- 
tilty of their Attempt upon his Majeſty's Life. 
How, or when ſo ſecret, and deep laid Scheme was 
diſcloſed to his Majeſty, no Body can form any 
true Idea. Why the Conſpirators, inveſted with ſo 
much Power, as ſome of them were, in the State and 
Army, and with ſo much Intereſt, as the Holy Fa- 
thers of the Seciety of Jesus were amongftthe Peo- 
ple, and all of them ſo well provided for 3 
ould 
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ſhould calmly look on, during the long Time his 
Majeſty was confin'd by his Wounds, and never 
catch out a Word or Look, nor ſuſpe& any Orders 
of his Majeſty or his Council, while they ſecured the 
Army to the Kinc's Intereſt, can be aſcribed only 
to that Wiſdom which is from above, who knows 
our Thoughts long before, and deſtroys the Councils 
of the Ungodly. | 

They are now in the Hands of Juſtice. The 
Executions of the principal Lay Conſpirators have 
been publiſhed. I need not tell you that they all 
upbraided the Jeſuits with the Cauſe of their Trea- 
ſon and Miſery. The Manner of their Execution 
was molt ſhocking to a human Spectator. But very 
far from the Cruelty exerciſed on the Jeſuitical Par- 
ricides in France, as related in their particular 
Caſes. (See page 30, 33 &c.). 

The Jeſuits are all confined without Exception, 
under firong Guards, and at ſhort Commons in 
thoſe rich and ſumptuous Convents above men- 
tioned, where the horrid Conſpiracy was conſulted 
and brought to Maturity, though it is the general 
Opinion now, that it was hatched in the GENERAL's 
Council of Affiſtants, at Roms ; in which Opi- 
nion we are the more confirmed by the Coolneſs, 
which his Majeſty's Remonſtrances and Demand 
of eccleſiaſtical Cenſures from the Pop, before 
he brings Saint Malagrida and his bloody Aſſociates 
to the Gibbet, meet with in the Roman Conſiſtory. 
However, there is no doubt of their meeting 
here with their juſt Deſerts. The Canons of the 
Church are duly regarded in the Proſecution of 
Eccleſiaſtics. A proper Appeal is made by the 
King that the Eccleſiaſtic Conſpirators againſt his 
Life ſhall be deprived of all Protection from the 
Church, and delivered up to the Juſtice of their 
Country. If this cannot be obtained, ftrange 

| Things 
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Things are whiſpered about: That the Inqui/ttion 
will be ſuppreſt ; and the Popf's Supremacy caſt 
off : That all Communication and Appeals to 
Rome will be totally prohibited: and that the King 
and His Council are reſolved to eftabliſh the Church 
of Por!ugal under the Patriarch of Liſbon, who 
ſhall be obliged to conform to the Laws of the 
Lid, and to {wear Allegiance to the Kix, as /u- 
tr e, in ail Cauſes both Eccleſiaſtical and Civil; as 
was done in Exgland by King Henxy the Eighth, 
npon a diſguſt with the PoE about an Affair of 
much leſs Importance. 

In the mean Time all their Temporalities are 
ſeized : We ſee the ſecular Power in Poſſeſſion of 
their Houſes, Churches, Merchandize, and of all 
their Effects to be found under the Dominion of 
Portugal ; proper Diſpoſitions making to confiſcate 
their Eftates, and Foundations; and to baniſh 
their Order forever : as it was wiſely done by the 
Republic of Venice, before they were arrived to 
io extraordinary a Degree of Power, as to attempt 
the making and unmaking of Kincs. 

When their Exile ſhall take Place, may the Al- 
mighty endow his Majeſty with that Wiſdom and 
Conſtancy never to be perſuaded by Terrors nor pre- 
vailed upon by Sycophants, to revoke the Sentence 
of his Supreme Court of Judicature. To let 
theſe Accomplices in his intended Murder eſcape, 
when God has put them into his Hands, would be 
rejecting the Help of him by whom Kings reign, 
and execute Jultice vpon the Farth in his Name, 
But to conſent to their Reſtoration, as Henry the 
Fourth did, after they were baniſhed by his Parlia- 
ment, would be tempting of the Almighty, and 
contemning that Power, by which his Life was ſo 
miraculouſly preierved in the bloody Night.

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This I affure you is the Prayer of every aje/uited 
Catholic here, that this Crime may judicially paſs 
in definitive Sentence againſt the whole Society in 
theſe Dominions, and that the Pope will hearken 
to the Remonſtrances of our Kinc, and be en- 
treated to lay the Ax to the Root of the Tree, and 
deliver his Church from the Odium caſt upon it by 
their iniquitous Doctrines and Practices.
